Unwilling to Go to British 
Honduras 



ADVISES NO DEPORTATION 



Thinks Conditions in Regard to 
British Rule in India Not 
Serious 



Vancouver, Dee. 14. — General Swayne 
governor of British Honduras, came to 
the conclusion today that there is no 
chance or taking British Columbia 
Hindus to British Honduras, lie will 
leave for the east In a few days. But 
he is very strongly of opinion that even 
indigents should not be deported be- 
cause of the bad effect the move would 
have on the unrest hr India. 

"During my brief investigations I 
have been unable to iind half a dozen 
indigent East Indians here," said Gen- 
eral Swayne after reviewing his inter- 
views at various boarding houses. 

"If the Dominion government Is ani- 
mated with Imperial sentiment and has 
any regard for the situation in India, 
It will not deport one of the East In- 
dians, whether Indigent or not. The 
question will solve Itself In time. These 
people will llnd their way back to In- 
dia In three or four years, or at least 
as soon as they have sufficient money. 
They are thrifty people. 

"Any coercive measures adopted here 
will only fan the flames of discontent 
and play Into the hands of the Bengali 
agitators. A deported Hindu or slkh 
could and would do great mischief. 
While I am not Reactionary, It Is para- 
doxical, but true, that much of the dis- 
content in India is due to over-educa- 
tion, due to England's liberality. If 
an educated Bengali cannot get civil 
employment — and this is Inevitable— 
the dissappolnted office-seeker becomes 
an agitator. 

"But I am not one of those who fore- 
see in the present discontent any pos- 
sibility of Britain's rule in India being 
seriously threatened. We met and 
overcame a situation just as serious 
less than fifteen ye;irs ago. The point 
to remember Is that the native rulers 
are still loyal, and that the agitators 
and their followers do not represent 
the. military races. 

"It should be remembered also that 
the artillerymen In India are all whites 
save In a few mountain batteries. The 
while troops control the big centres of 
population, tho lines of communication 
and ammunition. There will be no gen- 
eral mutiny. 

"Thus far the sikhs have proved ab- 
solutely loyal. 1 would not guarantee 
a continuance of this feeling If their 
countrymen In other colonies and de- 
pendencies receive Ill-treatment. If 
those soldiers went on the warpath 
It would take an army of one hundred 
thousand seasoned white soldiers to 
subdue them."

Ottawa, Dec. 14,— Tho total Hindu 
immigration to Canada this year has 
been six, compared with 2.G23 last 
year.

Ho sur- 
rended himself to tho police on the 
night of the lire, saying ho had com- 
mitted the crime in order to go to jail. 



Mr. Borden in Good Health 

Toronto, Doc. 14, — R. L. Borden, 
leader of the opposition In the Com- 
mons, arrived hero today from Hot 
Springs, Va., looking the picture of 
health. He says ho has benefitted 
greatly by his three week's rest. When 
questioned about election protests, .Mr. 
Borden said he knew nothing about 
the arrangements made. 



Forfeiture for Arroars 

Bcglna, Sask., Dec. 14.— The provin- 
cial government has issued orders to 
all secretary treasurers of local im- 
provement districts that arrears of 
taxes are not to be collected after De- 
cember 15th. On that date forfeiture 
proceedings are to be taken against all 
land under arrears, and farmers desir- 
ing to reclaim will have to pay charges 
In that connection. 



Fatality at Cobalt 
Cobalt, Ont., Dec, 14. — By an explo- 
sion In O'Brien mine on Saturday, 
William Hinds, nearly sixty years old, 
with a wife and family at Creemore, 
was killed, and eight other men stun- 
ned and knocked down. Some loose 
powder was found In the muck, and 
Hinds had picked out a small piece, 
and was In the act of setting It aside 
when the explosion occurred.

ON MAINLAND COAST 



Lower Squamish Valley Flood- 
ed by the Tide — Gale at 
Prince Rupert 

Vancouver. Dee. 14. — Blown by a 
southerly gale, which at times spurted 
up to the velocity of. a hurricane, the 
sea last Saturday morning invaded the 
farming lands at tho mouth of the 
Squamish river, the water pouring 
over the dikes lining the banks of the 
stream for a distance of about one 
mile from the point where it empties 
Into Howe sound. 

The Hooding tide was the highest 
known since the settlement of tho val- 
ley. At several points the dikes are 
reported to have been broken, but no 
great amount of damage was done to 
these protecting walls tho water in 
most places simply pouring over tho 
tops of the' embankments. Where 
breaks were made the damage was 
caused by logs being hammered 
against the earth by seas and winds. 

Men who have lived in the lower 
Squamish valley fur years declaro that 
the tide thrown up by the gale rose 
fully four feet higher thaa it was ever 
known to have done before. 

Prince Rupert. Dec. 14. — A llerce 
wind and rain storm raged hero Satur- 
day and Sunday. At noon on Satur- 
day a hurricane occurred. The steamer 
Transit, tied to the wharf, had tier 
cables parted and commenced to drift. 
Both anchors were let go, which held 
her firmly.

APPEALS ARE DISMISSED 



Two Judges Also Hold That the 
Province Cannot Impose 
License Fees 



Vancouver, Dec. 14. — The provincial 
fishery regulations were late today de- 
clared by the full court to be beyond 
the power of the local legislature' and 
wholly within tile power of the Dom- 
inion parliament. 

Justices Irving, .Morrison and Clem- 
ent were unanimous in this decision, 
while both Justices Morrison and 
Clement in addition held that the pro- 
vince had not even the power, to issue 
the present $2 license for revenue 
purposes. In this Justice Irving dis- 
sented, holding that the province could 
continue to exact this license fee from 
fishermen by way of a revenue tax. 
The province, however, could not Im- 
pose with it any conditions In the na- 
ture of regulations as to time and place 
for Ashing, as these were solely within 
the competonce of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. 

The result was dismissal with costs 
of both of the province's appeals in 
the long-fought case of North vs. 
Kendall. 

It is understood that the province 
will carry the case to the Imperial 
privy council, as it Involves the whole 
of the tidal water fisheries. Being un- 
disputed owner of the fish the province 
contends that it has the right to say 
when and where fish may or may not 
be taken, while not disputing the right 
of tho Dominion government to exact 
its present license for Dominion re- 
venue purposes only. But in effect 
the decision of the court today is that 
as this is a Held covered by federal 
legislation, the province cannot in- 
tervene and that the local act exacting 
a license fee and imposing regulations 
is ultra vires of the legislature. 

John A. Kendall, fisherman, took out 
both a Dominion and a provincial li- 
cense. He obeyed tho conditions of 
the former, but disobeyed the condi- 
tions of the latter. Ho was fined In a 
prosecution by Provincial Inspector 
North. County Judge Howay set 
aside the conviction, and today the 
province failed in its double appeal to 
have that conviction restored. 



OF VERY GREAT AGE 



Supposed to Be 170,000 Years 
Old— Men Who Walked 
on All Fours 



Paris, Dec. 14. — Abbes Bouyssom 
and Bardon, who are conducting exca- 
vations at Chappelle-aux-Saintes, In 
the Correze department, have discov- 
ered what Is believed to be the oldest 
human remains, dating back 170,000 
years, to the middle of the Pleistocene 
age, the latest period of geological his- 
tory. 

The skull presents a strong resem- 
blance to that of a monkey, having a 
long jaw. and being devoid of canine 
teeth. The other bones are arched, 
showing that man usually walked on 
all fours. Tho skeleton has been ac- 
quired by the natural history museum 
of Paris. 



Against Bucket Shops. 

Washington, Dec. 14. — The House to- 
day passed a bill designed to suppress 
"bucket shops" In the District of Co- 
lumbia. 



Tax on Cigarettes 

Washington, Dec. 14. — The House 
today passed a bill placing an annual 
tax of $100 on all dealers in cigarettes 
and cigarette paper In the District of 
Columbia. 



St. John River Obstructions. 

Ottawa, Dec. 14. — John Keefo anil A. 
P. Barnhill, of this city, have been 
appointed commissioners by the Do- 
minion government to investigate the 
matter of boom obstructions on the 
upper portion of the St. John river, 
which has been the cause of clashing 
between Canada and American lum- 
bermen. The American government 
has aiso appointed a commission. 



Bursting ot Water Tank. 

St. John, X.H., Dec. 14.— The Inter- 
colonial railway water tank at Island 
Yards, holding 100,000 gallons of wa- 
ter, burst with a mighty roar last 
night. This morning broken timbers 
and twisted iron hoops mark the spfit. 
The force? of the escaping water broke 
the bridge across Marsh creek, also 
nil the windows in the dynamo room 
and stores department of the railway. 
Xo one was injured. Rotting of the 
Iron bands Which held the tank were 
the cause. The damage is estimated at 
$10,000. 



Sir Wilfrid's Objections 
Toronto, Dee. 14. — Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler's preliminary objections to the 
election protest entered against him 
In Ottawa were filed at Osgood Hall 
today. Among the objections are that 
the petitioner, Menard, Is not a quali- 
fied voter; that the petitioner hired 
horses, carriages and other vehicles 
for Cbabot and BIrkett (Conservative 
candidates In Ottawa); that by the 
promise of employment, giving of 
money and other considerations ho 
was guilty of bribery; that no affi- 
davit was presented or (lied by the 
petitioner, the paper purporting to be 
such being signed and sworn to by 
him without his having any knowledge 
of Its contents; and that the peti- 
tion is not made in good faith, but is 
vexatious.

Judgment of Supreme Court in 
Case of E, H, Harriman and 
Otto H, Kahn 



British Parliament 

London, Dee. 14.— The House of 
Commons tonight concluded the final 
stage of a large number of bills, in- 
cluding the miners' eight hour bill. 
This bill will be strongly opposed and 
considerably amended In the House, of 
Lords, it Is nut expected that parlia- 
ment will be able to rise on Saturday. 

Vivisection Caso. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., Dec. 14.— -Dean 
If. Ii. Schuh, of the Grand Rapids Vet- 
erinary college, was today found guil- 
ty by a police court jury of cruelty to 
animals in connection with vivisection 
at the college. The case was begun 
by tlie Kent County Humane Society, 
following an article printed on No- 
vember 4, describing operations per- 
formed by the students at the college 
on an old blind horse. On tho stand 
Dean Schuh admitted that the horse 
was only partly anaesthetized, but 
claimed that it was Insensible to pain. 

Crazy "Divine Healer" 
Macomb, Ills., Dec. 14. — Declaring 
at a meeting here last night that the 
late President McKInley was an 
anarchist, that be had turned moro 
people loose to prey on society than 
any man In tho world, and that the 
assassination of McKInley was all 
right, except that it did not happen 
soon enough, the self-styled "Divine 
Healer" Sclatter, only escaped per- 
sonal violence from a mob through 
Intervention of the police. The of- 
ficers escorted Sclatter to a hotel, and 
nlso to the first train out of town, fol- 
lowed by citizens threatening to do 
hlhl violence if ho did not leave at 
once. Sclatter went to Quincy, Ills. 



Washington, Dec. 14— In deciding to- 
day itie case of Edward H. Harri- 
man and Otto H. Kahn ' vs. tho In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, the 
supreme court of the United States 
held that the commission is not en- 
titled under the interstate commerce 
law to press questions relative to 
private transactions, even though they 
involve dealings In tlie securities of 
Interstate railroads when the investi- 
tlon of which such questions art' a 
part has been begun upon the com- 
missions' initiative. 

The opinion of the court was an- 
nounced by Justice Holmes, and dealt 
with the refusal of Messrs. Harriman 
and Kahn to make reply to questions 
put by the commission In the course of 
an inquiry concerning the dealings of 
Mr. Harriman as president of tho 
Union Pacific railroad in the stocks of 
other railroad companies, many of 
which are competing lines. In the 
course of his opinion Justice Holmes 
said that the commission's Inquiries 
should be confined to cases of which 
complaint had been made. He said 
that privacy should be properly re- 
garded In proceedings begun by the 
commission for its own purposes. He 
also said that the powers conferred on 
the interstate commerce law exceed- 
ed any which have ever been delegat- 
ed by an executive body of law- 
makers. 

In a dissenting opinion, which was 
concurred in by Justices Harlan and 
McKenna. Justice Day declared that 
the effect of the opinion of the ma- 
jority of the court would be to ma- 
terially narrow tho scope of the. Inter- 
state commerce law. These three 
justices took the position that tho 
questions of the commission, so far 
as they were sustained by the United 
States Circuit Court for the south- 
ern district of New York, were emin- 
ently proper under the law and should 
have been answered by Harriman and 
Kahn. Justice Harlan even went 
farther, and held that all of the. com- 
mission's questions should have re- 
ceived responses. Justice Moody did 
not participate in the case. 

No surprise was expressed by the 
interstate commerce commission at the 
derision. It Is not felt by tlie com- 
mission that the decision will seriously 
affect its power of railroad regula- 
tion. The question passed upon by tlie 
supreme court is considered by tho 
commission to be largely academic, 
Inasmuch us the questions presented 
to Mr. Harriman and Mr. Kahn did 
not affect materially tho determina- 
tion of the so-called "Harriman 
cases."

the conference were said to bo R. M. 
Macleod, a capitalist, of Wtmiloeg; A. 
W. Anderson and J. Herbert Ariler- 
son, of Spokane, Wash.; E. C. Mc- 
Donald, assistant attorney-general at 
Washington; O, W. McConncll, at- 
torney-general, of Montana, and Al- 
bert Galena, of Helena, Mont. It was 
said that only one of the conferees is 
decidedly Interested In the cattle In- 
dustry. J. Herbert Anderson, said to 
be a promoter, said: "It will bo Im- 
possible to say anything of the pro- 
ceedings as yet, and It Is probable that 
nothing whatever will be made public 
I cannot say what the nature of tho 
conference was." 



Albany, N. Y„ Dec. 14.— Governor 
Hughes tonight announced the ap- 
pointment ot a committee of nine, con- 
sisting ot bankers, business men and 
economists, to inquire into the facts 
surrounding the business of exchanges 
in New Vork and to suggest what 
changes,' if any, are advisable in tile 
laws of tlie state bearing upon specu- 
lation in securities and commodities, 
or relating to tlie protection of Invest- 
ors or with regard to the Instrument- 
alities and organizations used in deal- 
ing In securities and commodities 
Which are the subject of speculation. 

Tlie committee named includes Hor- 
ace White, author and editor; Charles 
A. Scheran, merchant, formerly, mayor 
of Brooklyn; David Leaventrltt, form- 
er justice of the supreme court; Clark 
Williams, state superintendent of 
batiks; J. B. Clark, professor of politi- 
cal economy in Columbia university; 
W. V. King, banker, president of the 
Columbia Trust Co.; S. 11. Orday, law- 
yer, New York; Edward D. Page, of 
New York, and Charles Spraguo Smith 
director of the People's Institute, all 
of Now York city. The commission Is 
to serve without compensation, and it 
is understood that all have signified 
their willingness to act. The commis- 
sion lias been asked to report as early 
as practicable. 

To each member the governor to- 
night sent the following letter: 

"Gentlemen: — At the last session of 
the legislature I recommended that 
provision should be made for suitable 
inquiry into tho facts relating to spec- 
ulation in securities and commodities, 
with the view of ascertaining the man- 
ner In which illegal transactions might 
be prevented and legitimate business 
safeguarded. As I stated In accepting 
renominatlon, I bad In mind in making 
the recommendation such an expert in- 
quiry as was made into banking con- 
ditions, the result of which was the 
passage of highly beneficial measures. 
In this commonwealth, the commercial 
and financial transactions of which 
represent the business of the entire 
country, it is of tlie utmost importance 
that legislation affecting tho business 
and exchange should be the result of 
deliberate study, and that wo should 
neither threaten business stability by 
ill-considered measures, nor on the 
other hand invite agitation or impair 
confidence by ignoring business and 
by failure to provide suitable correc- 
tion. 

"It is with this viow that I ask you 
to act as a committee for the pur- 
pose of collecting facts, receiving sug- 
gestions and making such recommend- 
ations as may seem to you suitable 
with the regard to the following ques- 
tions: 

"What changes, if any, are advisable 
in the laws of the state bearing upon 
speculation in securities and commo- 
dities or relating to the protection of 
Investors, or with regard to the In- 
strumentalities and organizations used 
In dealing in securities and commodi- 
ties which are the subject of specula- 
tion. , 

"It is not my intention to limit you ■ 
In the consideration of any phase of 
the matter submitted, and I am confi- 
dent that your carefully formed opin- 
ions, being thoso of men known for 
their interest in public questions and 
their acquaintance with affairs and a 
credit to tlie community by their high 
reputation, will be of the greatest 
value. 

"I must ask this public service with- 
out offer of compensation or indemnity 
for expense, as I have no authority to 
subject tho state to any obligations hi 
connection with your appointment, but 
I know that your generous act In serv- 
ing the. community will be highly ap- 
preciated and will afford another most 
welcome Illustration of the public spirit 
of our citizens. 

"I shall be gald to receive your re- 
port at as early a date as you may find 
practicable." 

Governor Hughes recommended to 
the extraordinary session of the legis- 
lature this year that a similar com- 
mission bo appointed but the executive 
to which the recommendation was re- 
ferred, failed to report It. 

in his speech of acceptance, to which 
he refers in his letter. Governor Hughes 
said, in part: "I have no sympathy 
with fanciful schemes for the regula- 
tion of business with arbitrary legis- 
lation, but it Is Important to the main- 
tenance of business stability and to 
tho prosperity of honest enterprise 
that suitable opportunity should bo 
afforded for the proper dealing with 
all questions that are presented, to the 
end that such remedies may bo pro- 
vided as, after competent consideration, 
may be found advisable."

Tins decision was reached at last 
night's meeting of the council when the 
offer of the Colonist Printing and 
Publishing company to supply the 
copies was considered. 

Alderman Henderson declared that 
the number was without doubt the 
I linest and most comprehensive of any 
I ever got out In Victoria. As an ad- 
I vertlsing medium it was by long odds 
I til.- most satisfactory and certainly 
the council should not lose the oppor- 
j tunlty of securing the copies. 

Deserves Groat Credit 
Alderman McKeown believed mat 
j the company is entitled to the grcat- 
I est credit and the city council of 
' Victoria is under an obligation to the 
company for its enterprise In so 
I adequately making known to the world 
I the beauties and advantages of Vic- 
toria as well us the resources of Van- 
couver Island. The company's offer 
was certainly one which the council 
i should not fail to accept. 
I Alderman Pauline was also loud in 
1 ids praises of the benefits which such 
a number would lie to the city. He 
doubted If there would again be such 
an opportunity of securing such ex- 
cellent advertising matter in such a 
convenient and satisfying form. 

As to the distribution of the copies 
secured. Alderman Henderson sug- 
gested that they should be forward- 
ed to points In the Old Country us 
'well as Australia and elsewhere and 
there distributed. Arrangements could 
lie made for this purpose whereby the 
greatest good could be effectd. It was 
dcided to refer the matter to the 
finance committee for favorable con- 
sideration. 

Disapproves of Road Making 
Pointed expression of its disapproval 
of the manner in which the city roads 
are being constructed and cared for 
was made by the Victoria Ratepayers' 
association in a resolution passed by 
that body at a recent meeting. A 
copy of the resolution, forwarded to 
the council, wits read at last night's 
meeting. 

Will Be Considered. 

Alderman Pauline suggested that as 
the resolution came from a representa- 
tive body and contained points which 
might well be considered It should be 
referred to the streets, brides and sew- 
ers committee, and Mayor Hall re- 
marked that It would be very easy for 
the council to follow out the sugges- 
tions of the association we're the funds 
available but unfortunately sucli is not 
the case. 

Alderman Fullerton wondered If the 
association thought it was giving the 
council anything new. The question 
of streets had been discussed time and 
time again. More money would settle 
the difficulty. 

Alderman Pauline's suggestion that 
the resolution be referred to the 
streets' committee was adopted. 

A copy of a resolution recently 
passed by the Board of Trade endors- 
ing lite application of the Tourist as- 
sociation for an appropriation by the 
council of such reasonable sum as 
may be deemed adequate for a cam- 
paign of publicity, Wits read and filed 
and the Board of Trade will he in- 
formed that the communication will be 
given due consideration. 

The request of the Victoria Poultry 
and Pet Stock association that It be 
granted the use of the upper story in 
the Market building for its forthcom- 
ing show will be granted. At a recent 
ue eting of the council the association 
preferred its request but nothing was 
done as Aldermen Gleason and Fuller- 
ton stated that iii former years when 
the association's show was held In the 
Market building the firemen were un- 
able to secure their sleep because of 
the noise made by the poultry. Last 
night William Uaylis and William 
Nuchtrleb, members of the association, 
waited upon the council to urge upon 
that body the necessity of granting the 
request. 

No More "Extras" 

Hereafter police officials who .act as 
Interpreters in police court cases will 
be allowed no fee as lias been the case 
heretofore In certain instances. At the 
last meeting of the council. Alderman 
(Reason objected to an account which 
had been sent to the nnance commit- 
tee for approval. It was for fees for a 
member of the force who had acted as 
Interpreter. The account bad not been 
passed by the committee, lint bad been 
held over pending a report from the 
police commissioners. The report was 
forthcoming at last night's meeting, 
the clerk of the board of police com- 
missioners, writing to the effect that 
Hie fee payable to an Interpreter In the 
police court forms a part of the fine 
Imposed, as costs, on the accused. To 
avoid tin- delay In sending for an in- 
r lias In some 
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, the regular f 
eters being $2.50. 
1 goes to prison in 
default of payment of the line imposed, 
the fee, iii the case of a police officer 
acting as Interpreter, is not paid. In 
all cases, however, the amount Is pay- 
able by the accused and when received 
by the clerk of the court, is paid In to 
the treasurer Instead of being handed 
direct to tin. Interpreter. The council 

decided to cut out tile fees, though 

Alderman Mable strongly opposed it. 
Damage to Civic Property, 
While the council was on the ques- 
tion of police, Mayor Hall .suggested 
that a reward of $50 fur the apprehen- 
sion and conviction of those parties 
who recently smashed n number of 
electric light globes on the Esquimau 
road be offered. About a week ago 
every globe on the road except 0110 
was smashed. As the globes cost $10 
each the damage done wan extensive. 
Alderman Norman suggested that the 
reward should extend to cases of ma- 
licious damage to any civic property 
and this was adopted. 

William Nenl, as a result of whose 
complaints concerning the premises 
occupied as a Chinese restaurant at 
the corner of Quadra and Fort 
Ptreets, the council recently held an 
Inquiry, again wrote the council asking 
what hud been done to abate the nuis- 
ance which ho claimed exists there. 
Mi'. Neul will be informed that the in- 



quiry has been held as provided for 
under the net, and that another meet- 
ing of the council will be called when 
the evidence secured will be considered 
and steps taken to abate the nuisance. 
Old Mattors Resurrected. 
Another long standing matter, that 
of the Spencer stable on Michigan 
street, concerning which many com- 
plaints were made some time ago and 
tlio council held an inquiry into the 
question of whether the premises con- 
stituted a nuisance, was also resur- 
rected. F. Armstrong, an adjoining 
resident, wrote that so far the de- 
liberations of the council do not ap- 
pear to have borne fruit. Mr. Arm- 
strong's letter was referred to the 
sanitary Inspector and the city 
solicitor. ' 

The agreement between B. Wilson 
it Co., and the city relative to the 
laying of the salt-water main from 
the harbor along Chatham and Store 
streets to the company's premises and 
across Government street to the brew- 
ery premises and the laying of a drain 
for the carrying away of waste water 
as well as the use of the city's poles 
for stringing power Wires, came up 
for consideration and passed except 
that section relating to the laying of 
the drain for carrying away the waste 
water. The question of whether the 
city surface drain was large enough to 
carry away the water and thus not 
necessitate the company's laying its 
own drain was discussed and the coun- 
cil favored the company putting In Its 
own drain. The company is to give 
a bond of $5,000 as a guarantee that 
the provisions of the agreement shall 
be carried nut. 

Garbage Disposal. 
The special committee appointed to 
consider and report on the offer made 
by Captain Gardiner relative to his 
handling the work of disposing of the 
city garbage, submitted the following 
report which was adopted: 

That the offer of Capt. Wm. Gardiner 
to contract to do all the work in con- 
nection with the disposal of all con- 
sumable and non-consumable garbage 
brought to the city wharf and furnace 
for the sum of S2..S22 per annum and 
absorb all receipts from tickets, pre- 
sided the city enter into a two-years 
contract, be approved of, and a con- 
tract be entered Into stipulating for the 
thorough sanitary and otllcient disposal 
of all garbage. Capt. Gardiner is will- 
ing to arrange for a contract for one 
year, should a two-year contract not 
meet with your approval, for the sum 
of $3,100 and absorb all receipts from 
tickets. 

We submit that in our opinion the j 
first above-mentioned offer would be 
the one more advantageous for the cor- 
poration to entertain and whereby a 
saving of SI, 270 a year would be effect- | 
ed us against a saving of $1,092 on the 
one-year tender. 

Capt. Gardiner agrees to give prefer- 
ence to and employ a white engineer 
providing the National association of 
Marine Engineers will provide a com- 
petent and reliable engineer. 

Street Work 

The report of the streets, bridges 
and sewers committee was adopted as 
follows : 

Re communication of A. T. Coward, 
local manager Victoria Gas Co., stat- 
ing, in reply to the council's Inquiry 
of the 24th nit., that his company had 
on hand about 20 tons of coke breeze, 
which it would sell to the city, and 
also that they had about 75 loads of 
clinkers to dispose of. 

Recommended that Mr. Coward 1)0 
thanked for his off«r, but that as the 
breeze Is unfitted for the purpose, the 
council Intended putting it to, the 
committee cannot recommend its pur- 
chase, but that the council may be able 
to make use of the clinkers, and, if so, 
the company's offer will be taken ad- 
vantage of. 

Re communication of W. RIdgway 
Wilson, desiring sewer connection for 
the premises of Dr. T. J. Jones, pro- 
posed to be erected on the corner of 
Rockland avenue and Linden avenue. 

Recommended that the council con- 
tribute the sum of 550 towards the 
construction of a sewer, as desired by 
Dr. Jones, from bis lot southerly at 
the rear of lot 22. to connect with the 
sewer on Linden avenue, on the under- 
standing that lot 23 shall be allowed 
to connect with same when required. 

Re communication of D. S. Talt, de- 
siring compensation, on behalf of the 
Victoria West Athletic Association, for 
damage alleged to have been done to 
the approach to, and the steps leading 
to Hie association's building on Cath- 
erine street. 

Recommended that the city engineer 
be instructed to replace the steps in 
as good a condition as they were for- 
merly. 

Re communication from Pemberton 
it Sons, re surface water on the lot ad- 
joining the building of R. Porter & 
Sons, on the west side of Douglas 
street, 

Recommended that Messrs. Pember- 
ton & Sons be untitled that, inasmuch 
;is the water complained of comes out 
of a private drain which was laid from 
the west end of the culvert crossing, 
Douglas street, and being partly on 
the lot in question, that It will be ne- 
cessary for them to drain off tin- water 
and take the necessary steps to pre- 
vent the Hooding of premises imme- 
diately opposite said lot by keeping] 
said drain clear and for the purpose! 
of so doing your committee would sug- 
gest that they (Messrs. Pnmberton 
Sons), continue the private drain to 
connect with the one on Broad street. 

Re repairs to roadway, Cnrberry ] 
Gardens. Recommended that the 
petitioners l»o informed that as this 
road has never been taken over by the 
city, and is shown oil the map as a 
private street, any Improvements de- 
sired thereto will have to be carried 1 
out by the property owners Interested 
at their expense. 

Recommended that the city engineer! 
be instructed to have the sidewalk on 
Niagara street, north side, near Bea- I 
con Hill park, moved out to the 
street line, and that the Tramway Co. 
be furnished with the proper line for 
their poles on said street. 

Recommended that the sum of $3S 
be tendered Messrs. Crease & Crease, 
without prejudice, in full settlement of 
the claim of .Mr. Fleet- Robertson, for 
damage alleged to have been done 
to his residence by rock blasting on 
Rockland avenue. 

Re communication of Mrs. I,. W. 
Chandler, complaining of the under- 
mining of her fence on lots and 10, 
James Bay. by corporation workmen. 
Recommended that Mrs. Chandler bo 
Informed that the matter of her com- 
plaint will receive attention. 

Recommended that the 4 - f t . plank 
walk on Wilson street be extended 00 
feet to the residence of Mr. W. M. 
Ross. Estimated cost $14, also that a 
2-ft. plank Wftrk be constructed on 
Richmond Road, from Fort street 
northerly, cost not to exceed $13. 

Recommended that the water com- 
missioner be instructed to make good 
all damage caused to the city streets 
by reason of the laying of fresh water 
mains therein, and huve the same re- 
paired so as to restore them to as good 
a condition as they were in before 
the work of laying the mains was 
commenced ,to the aproval of the city 
engineer. — 

Re communication of F. Napier Den- 
Ison, complaining of poles In the mid- 
dle of the sidewalk on the Fairfield 



road, opposite the eastern portion of 
Ross Bay cemetery. Recommonded 
that Mr. Denison be informed that the 
matter will be rectified as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Re communication of D. Grant, ask- 
ing for sewerage extension on David 
street, between Bridge and Turner 
street and on Turner street from 
David street southerly. Recommonded 
that Mr. Grant bo informed that this 
work lias boon approved by the coun- 
cil, and should the sewer loan bylaw 
receive the ondorsation of the elec- 
tors when it Is submitted to them, the 
work wdll be carried out. 

The request of the British Columbia 
Protestant Orphans' Home that Cook 
street, between Queen's avenue and 
the home bo Improved by the laying 
of a sidewalk, was referred to the 
streets committee. 

The city engineer reported that tlio 
cost of laying permanent sidewalks on 
both sides of Alpha street from the 
Burnslde road ut. Douglas street, and 
to drain, grade and macadamize the 
same, will be $9,35S.55, of which the 
city's share will be $3,119.02. The 
work will be done. 

The finance committee was in- 
structed to take up with the water 
commissioner the question of water 
rates and submit a report. This will he 
done it the next meeting of tlio coun- 
cil.

MAGDALENE ESCAPED 

WRECK OFF COAST 



Bent About Close to Vancouver 
Three Days During Recent 
Heavy Gales 



For 



Tho German four masted bark Mag- 
dalene which arrived in the Straits 
with signals for a tug showing be- 
fore the gale of Saturday afternoon 
put into Port Angeles on Sunday af- 
ter several narrow escapes from go- 
ing ashore on tho west coast of Van- 
couver Island. 

Fur three days tho big vessel b 
about the entrance of the Strait 
Fuca, between Cane Flattery and Port 
Angeles. Through maneuvres that 
frequently curried the ship so close 
to the forbidding shores of the Van- 
couver island coast as to make the 
piling up on the rocks seem certain, 
the vessel was unsighted either from 
land or a fleet of towboats constant- 
ly on watch for her. 

From the time the bark reached a 
speaking distance witli Cape Flattery 
last Thursday evening, she was beset 
with winter gales, driven by winds 
of torrlllc velocity. Friday night 
speed of flfty-flve miles an hour was 
recorded. In spite of the difficulties 
of handling the vessel under such 
weather conditions, even though am- 
ple sea room offered, the dangers of 
a menacing lee shore were constant- 
ly present. The Magdalene is under 
charter to Balfour, Guthrie & Co. to 
load wheat at Tncoma. She has com- 
pleted a thirty-six-day run from 
ACfl pulco. 



MEET BOARD'S WISHES 



Council, in Order to Accede to 
School Board's Request, 
Refuses It 



That the methods adopted, In ono 
Instance at least, by the city council 
to accomplish an object is somewhat 
roundabout wua Indicated at last 
night's meeting of that body when, in 
order that the request of the school 
board that a bylaw bo submitted to 
the ratepayers to authorize raising 
$05,000 for school purposes, should be 
met, the council refused to adopt the 
board's suggestion. As in previous 
years, so in this. The board, accord- 
ing to tho School Act, must ask the 
council to submit bylaws for extraor- 
dinary expenditures. Tho council lias 
no alternative but to do so, but in or- 
der to relieve itself of any responsibil- 
ity, the council adways refuses the re- 
quest, and then tho board has the right 
to demand that the measure be placed 
before tho people, which Is always 
done. 

The school board at a recent meet- 
ing decided to ask the council to sub- 
mit a bylaw to raise $05,000, $15,000 of 
which will be devoted towards the cost 
of the construction of the Chambers 
Street school, towards which there re- 
mains about $17,000 from the loan 
raised last spring, and the balance to 
provide for another school to be erect- 
ed on the site recently purchased on 
Fairfield road, a district which is grow- 
ing so rapidly that school accommoda- 
tion next year will be Imperative. 
The Rocent Loan 

After tho trouble, which arose early 
this year by reason of the fact that the 
net oroceeds of the last loan wen; not 
what the board had looked for, the dis- 
count at which the bonds sold cutting 
down the buard's receipts considerably, 
that body this time asks that a bylaw 
be authorized to produce $05,000 net 
after provision lias been made, for any 
discount at which the debentures may 
sell. 

It was urged, when the matter was 
discussed between the board and tho 
council earlier in the year, that the 
council, by reason of the debentures 
under the last bylaw, selling at a dis- 
count, should make good the loss In- 
curred by the board, out of the general 
revenue. The matter was discussed at 
length, and finally the council dis- 
claimed any liability, claiming that the 
hoard when it wanted the $70,000 asked 
for, should have made provision for 
any possible discount by asking for a 
sufficient sum to give a net amount as 
large as was needed. This answer was 
then returned to the board's request, 
but now it appears, according to an 
opinion given by the city solicitors, 
that the council, inasmuch as tho 
board has to look to it to be financed, 
must provide the net sum required, 
and that It Is up to the council to sub- 
mit a bylaw for a sufficient amount to 
provide for any possible discount. 

Majvor Hall was of the opinion that 
the council cannot give the board the 
net sum. The latter body must figure 
out what gross sum will, when the ex- 
penses of submitting the bylaw and the 
possible discount at which tho bonds 
will sell are taken into consideration, 
produce the net sum of $65,000. 
Could Meet Expense 

City Solicitor Mann pointed out that 
the expense of submitting ihe bylaw 
can be met out of the general revenue. 

Alderman Mable stated that this] 
very point had come up before, and 
he was under the impression that the 
city solicitors had given the opinion 
that the council was not responsible 
for any deficiency. However, Mr. Mann 
declared that at that time the opinion 
of his firm was not asked by the coun- 
cil. The School Act, which governed 
the matter clearly, stated that the 
council was bound to give the board 
the sum asked for. 

Mayor Hall and Alderman Hender- 
son suggested that the procedure fol- 
lowed In former years should lie fol- 
lowed now. The board then asked the 
council to submit a bylaw for the 
amount required, which request the 
council refused on the grounds lhat it 
had no funds. Thereupon the board, 
as Is Its right, demanded that the by- 
law be submitted which was dune, as 
in the face of such demand, according 
to the School Act, the council had no 
option but to do so. II was argued 
that this course should be followed 
this year, though City Solicitor Mann 
Save it as his opinion that such a pro- 
ceeding Is not necessary, and on his 
advice the school hoard's request was 
approved and the recommendation t hat 
the bylaw bo prepared and submitted 
was adopted. 

The matter was then allowed to drop 
for the time being, but later in the 
meeting, after Mayor Hall and the city 
solicitor had had a talk, the Cornier 
brought tho matter up by suggesting 
that tile motion passed be reconsidered 
and the course, as adopted In previous 
years, be again followed. This was 
done, and as a result the board's re- 
quest was rejected. It will now rest 
with the board tn demand from the 
council the submission of a bylaw for 
the net sum of $65,000. When this is 
received the council will do as re- 
quested.

He was born in 
Scotland and served as a young man 
In White Star line steamers and came 
to Victoria in 1S87 as chief olllccr of 
tho Parthia, formerly a Cunard liner, 
which he afterwards commanded. 



OPENS LARGE MARKETS 
IN CENTRAL MEXICO 

Capt, Worsop, of the Mexican 
S,S, Co,, Makes New Traf- 
fic Arrangements 



Capt. T. II. Worsnop, manager of 
the Canadian-Mexican steamship com- 
pany, returned yesterday from San 
Francisco where he met by appoint- 
ment representatives of the Mexican 
Central Railway Company, which was 
opened on Saturday by President 
Diaz, and completed a traffic nrrang- 
ment which will give Victoria mer- 
chants access tu largely populated 
markets in Mexico from coast to 
coast ami offer an opportunity for 
competition from British Columbia 
and tills coast generally • with ship- 
ments sent by way of the Atlantic 
and the Atlantic terminus of the .rail- 
road at Tampico. Through bills of 
lading will be given on the ilrst steam- 
er of the Canadian-Mexican steamship 
line, leaving after January 1st, for any 
point reached by the Mexican Central 
railway which crosses the republic 
from Manzanillo on the Pacific to 
Tampico on the Atlantic. The arrang- 
ment begins on January 1. 

The steamer Lonsdale of tho Can- 
adian-Mexican lino Is about due from 
Sulina Cruz and way ports bringing 
tho Ilrst through shipment of general 
freight, mostly merchandise from Liv- 
erpool and Continental ports by way 
of the Tehuantapcc railway. About 
250 tons of gemral freight Is reported 
to be on heard the Lonsdale and other 
shipments are booked for the steamer 
Georgia. 

The Lonsdale -vas ip. collision in the 
harbor at Snlina Cruz with the steal- 
er Virginian a/id hud her bulwark-! 
and some plates ttove In. Temporary 
repairs were made at the Mexican port 
and on the arrival of the Mexican 
liner a survey will bo he-id on beln.'.f 
of owners and underwriters and 
specifications will ho drawn up for the 
necessary permanent repairs. Tenders 
will be called hero for the work. It 
is contended that the damage was 
caused by the fault of the Virginian 
and that vessel will probably be pro- 
ceeded against for the cost of repairs.

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CONDITIONS IN INDIA 

.Alarmist despatches, : lnirporting - to 
como from India, iire'.beinK published 
In the'press. Wo • saj* 1 purport Ihg ' to 
come from India, because on the face 
or them arc many indications that' they 
are manufactured somewhere on the 
American continent. -We'liave one be- 
fore us which closes with' the follow- 
ing sentence: "The natives demand 
Immediate home rule, under practically 
the same conditions as at present In 
Canada." This .Is . absolute nonsense. 
The natives principally demand to l»- 
let alone. There is a relatively small 
section "f t!i>- population which de- 
mands almost anything it pan think 
of, and it may be Influential enough to 
create a great deal <>l" dltfU'iilty, but lei 
no one suppose that this section has 
weight in every part of India .>r that 
the population of Hindustan would re- 



provide the funds to carry on public 
works In Cariboo to an extent which 
no other part of the province has wit- 
nessed, and we venture to say thnftho 
action of the government will not be 
even remotely Inlluenced by the fact 
that the constituency Is represented by 
two very excellent gentlemen, whose 
sympathies are with the Liberal paKy. 

We frankly concede that in respect 
to expenditures that go wholly by 
favor, we suppose a government sup- 
porter has a little the best chance 
either at Victoria or Ottawa, and so 
wo imagine it will be to the end of 
the chapter; but between that and 
starving or threatening to starve an 
opposition constituency, there is as 
wide (^distinction as between daylight 
and dark. We will be glad to join 
with the Sentinel In an effort calculated 
to bring about fair play all round. 
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the correct thing nowadays to take the 
position that the British government 
cannot by any possibility do right, and 
there arc any number of persons who 
have a solution ror the Indian ques- 
tion all cut and dried; but as a mat- 
ter of fact few people out of India 
know anything about conditions there. 
There have hern outrages and at- 
tempted outrages. It is impossible to 
tell what the effect of these upon the 
people of Bengal, where they have 
chiefly taken place, may be, but it 
must be remembered that when we 
speak of 'India we speak of a country 
having an area of 1. SOU. 000 square 
miles and a population of more than 
300,000,l)(i'). Of these millions about 75,- 
000,000 live In Bungal, which has an 
area of IE1.185 square miles. The peo- 
ple of India represent many races and 
a great diversity ol' religions, so that 
it is Impossible In any words of gen- 
eral description to characterize them, 
or to pretend to express the sentiment 
of the people, because there Is no such 
thing as Indian public opinion as there 
is British, German or Canadian public 
opinion: No man. who knows India 
would talk for a moment of the native 
population demanding anything. 
He might say that a certain class in a 
certain part of the country demand 
something, but that Is as far as he 
could possibly go. We are not seeking 
toVninlmize the difficulties presented 
by 'the unrest prevalent In Bengal 
among those people who have imbibed 
Ruropean ideas and been able to com- 
municate their dissatisfaction to 
others. Those difficulties are serious 
enough no doubt, but they do not per- 
meate the whoK- great country. If 
we may judge anything from th" past 
history of India, it sc ans safe to con- 
clude that much will depend upon tie- 
strength of tile hand which the Indian' 
government plays, if there Is vaccina- 
tion, prestige will be lost and British 
strength In India depends more upon I 
prestige than upon armed force.

WHAT MUST HAPPEN. 

Mr. J. J. Mill's remarks about the 
removal of the customs harriers be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
have aroused considerable attention, 
and the comments upon them, especi- 
ally in the Dominion and the United 
Kingdom, have been varied and In 
some cases very serious indeed. Our 
British contemporaries are notably 
exercised over what the Great North- 
ern Uailway magnate has said, and 
some of them seem to take il for 
granted that he speaks with authority, 
and that what he prognosticates is as 
good as settled, in Canada the ten- 
dency has been to treat his remarks 
rather lightly. Mr. Hill has In some 
respects the pardonable weakness of 
a man, who has lived long enough 10 
feel that some one else should assume 
the burden of the work, which lie car- 
ried on with an energy and success, 
that easily marks him out as one of 
the greatest financial and constructive 
genlusqs, that ever engaged In rail- 
way building In North America. These 
days he is doing less and talking mere 
than he used to. His energetic soul 
Will not r.st. If he cannot bund up 
railway systems, he can at least try- 
to pull down tariff barriers, and hav- 
ing succeeded In everything he has 
undertaken, .lie doubtless imagines 
that what he wishes is nearly as good 
as done. But there are some obstacles 
in the way, and the Montreal Star thus 
summarizes some of them:

It seems a i>ity that the private af- 
fairs of Her Majesty Queen Alexandra 
are not immune Irom exploitation by 
the "penny-a-liner," and under ordin-

Every care 
lias been taker, to prevent her seeing 
any of the printed expostulations on 
her book of photographs which was re- 
cently put on sale for charity and 
which is affecting injuriously the sale 
of the rest of the books of the day. 
In a democratic age it is curious to 
note that the letters of the late Queen 
and the camera of the present one 
have proved to be incomparably bet- 
ter sellers than the literary works of 
the year." 

Australia's premier thinks thai an

ABOUT PEOPLE 



The London Spectator, which was 
hostile to the Licensing bill, which 
was thrown out by tho House' of 
Lords, thinks that the members of 
the Upper Chamber have made a 
tactical mistake in such action. 
Writing . before the rejection, hut 
knowing that it was pending, It said: 

We gave last week the reasons 
which induce us to believe that such 
action will he most unwise. The 
tendency of public opinion since we 
wrote has confirmed us in the view 
that if the Lords reject the bill on the 
second reading, they will expose them- 
selves to the accusation of being a 
parliamentary "tied house." When we 
urgo tho Lords to show that they are 
not out of sympathy with, or prepared 
to condemn absolutely, moderate tem- 
perance opinion, we In no sense ask 
them to pass the bill as it stands. 
The measure, we hold, requires grave 
modification, and It will be the duty of 
the Lords to make such modification, 
quite apart from whether they think 
the government would or would not 
accept their amendments. It will be 
said, perhaps, that if tho peers accept 
the second reading they will find their 
power of amendment ~one, owing to 
the commons' privileges In the matter 
of all public expenditure. Our answer 
ts that the peers should not he afraid 
of meeting boldly the exaggerated 
Claim of the commons in this respect, 
indeed, tho sooner it Is met the better. 
Otherwise the power of revision will 
in almost all cases be taken from the 
peers, and nothing will remain to them 
except the bare right of absolute ac- 
quiescence or absolute rejection, a 
light which must be very difllcult to 
exorcise In a country which, like Brit- 
ain, always regards a. compromise as 
the natural and proper outcome , of 
political controversy, 



The ex-Commander-in-Chief of the 
U.S. army, who is just now on a pri- 
vate visit to this country, has, says 
the Pall Mall Gazette, been mostly 
seen here hitherto in an official capa- 
city. He represented the American 
army at Queen Victoria's diamond 
Jubilee, and he was present at the 
coronation of King Edward. Mostly, 
however, he has had to do with the 
business side of the profession. As a 
volunteer In the war of secession he 
rose grade by grade to that of major- 
general. He joined the regulur ser- 
vice subsequently, to progress from 
lieutenant to lieutenant-general, and 
to the chief command His war ser- 
vices in this portion of his career in- 
clude the Spanish difficulty and the 
Philippine campaign, and ho had 
some outside experiences In the Turlto- 
Grecian war. "Military Europe" Is 
the biggest subject ho has found to 
handle with a pen. 

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle a year ago 
exchanged the pine-clad heights of 
Ilindhead for the glorious open coun- 
try which stretches from Crowborough 
Beacon to the Sussex Downs. The 
house Is called "Windlesham," and it 
is described by Mrs. Tooley in the 
"Woman at Home." Lady Conan Doyle 
was the discoverer of the charming 
retreat Both Sir Arthur and Lady 
Conan Doyle are exceedingly fond of 
gardening, and • In the course of 
year have made the -garden of their 
country homo a paradise of flowers. 
Rut the novelist, Mrt). Tooley says, is 
"by no means a modern Cincinnatua 
tending his cabbages and lost to the 
world; he and Lady Conan Doyle 
average two days in London each 
week and are a good deal in society." 
Conan Doyle describes himself as un- 
systematic In his work — "He has no 
regular time for- writing, but seizes 
the mood when it conies, and works 
tremendously hard while it lasts. His 
typical day is to write between break- 
fast and lunch, spending the afternoon 
weeding the garden, or playing golf or 
cricket. After tea he generally writes 
again until dinner, and In the evening 
reads, plays billiards, and listens to 
his wife singing. He never dictates 
nor uses a typewriter, and his MS. is 
beautifully written, and shows very 
little correction." A Christinas story 
ho recently finished was partly writ- 
ten in pencil in the train. Conan 
Doyle has now some twenty- six books 
to his credit. 

No man, says tho London Globe, did 
more than the late Lord Glenesk to 
help forward the Primrose League in 
its early days, and to support the 
great Constitutional organization 
throughout its remarkable career of 
ever-growing size and influence. Ho 
was an intimate friend of Lord Rand- 
olph Churchill, and joined with him 
and Sir H. Drummond Wolff in mak- 
ing permanent the league's founda- 
tions. Nor was there lacking in his 
case the interest of sentiment, for 
Lord Beaconstleld thought highly ol 
the then Mr. Algernon Borthwlek 
and feelings of affection animated the 
younger man. Lord Glenesk was Vice 
Grand Master and trustee of the 
league. 

The Rev. 1 1. T. Wood, who has 
been chosen to succeed Canon West- 
cott as head master of Sherborno Col- 
lege, is at present an assistant master 
and chaplain at Marlborough College. 
He is S9, four years older than was 
Canon Wostcott when he was promot- 
ed in 1892 from the position of an 
assistant master at Rugby to the head 
mastership at Sherborne, which he 
surrenders at Christmas. Mr. Wood 
was educated at Clifton College and 
Christ Church, where he was placed in 
the first class by the classical mode- 
rators in 1890, and in the second class 
in the final classical school in 1S92. 



Sir W. S. Gilbert, whose birthday 
occurred on November 18th, is, says 
"M. A. P.", very nearly as famous for 
his retorts as for his delightful plays. 
A story is told of how at a certain 
musical "at home" lie was introduced 
to a very voluble young lady who In- 
sisted upon discussing with him the 
merits of various composers. "Oh, I 
do so love Sir Arthur's music," she 
gushed. "I suppose he is now busy 
upon a new opera. Then there is 
Bach. Ho Is another favorite of mine. 
Is ho still composing'.'" "I don't tfclnlc 
so," replied Kir William; "I rather 
fancy ho is de-composing." Happen- 
ing on another occasion to find him- 
self the only laymen amongst a vast 
audience of clergymen, reverend 
gentlemen, as if to put the 
humorist at his er.se, remarked — 
"I should think, Sir William, you 
must fee) greatly honored at being in 
such reverend company'.'" "Well," 
came the answer, "I feel like a lion "in 
a den of Daniels." Like many other 
distinguished author, Sir W. S. Gil- 
bert has lived to read his own obit- 
uary notices in tho press. It Is not so 
long ago since an evening paper refer- 
red to "the late Mr. W. S. Gilbert." 
This drew, from the following note; — 
"There was a line in your Issue of 
yesterday which must have sent a. 
thrill of joy through many a worthy 
home. I refer to the paragraph in 
which you mention ine as the lato W. 
S. Gilbert. Though I am loath to 
spoil sport, common candor compels 
me to admit that I am still allvo. 
Trusting this will not inconvenience 
you." 



Belfast Whig:— If tho House . of 
Lords did wrong to reject the Licens 
ing Bill there Is one way in which 
tins. can be ascertained:- it is by sub- 
mitting the matter to tho judgement 
of the country. But thut is just what; 
the Government refuses to do. The re- 
fusal to bring about a general elec- 
tion is justified on the ground that 
the House of Lords has no right 
say when a general election Is to take 
place. This was the contention of 
Mr. Gladstone after his second Homo 
Rule Bill was thrown out by the Lords 
and acting upon it, he continued to 
hold office in despite of .the . adverse 
judgement that had been pronounced 
upon his principal' measure. England 
knows how disastrous the result was 
for Mr. Gladstone's party whon the 
time, came, as inevitably It did, to have 
a goneral election; and the present 
government, heedless of the lessons of 
the past, is evidently of a mind to 
pursue tho same course, and to hold 
on to olllce as long as it can possibly 
do so. That is a policy which is not 
at all likely to commend itself to the 
country. Whether It Is cowardly or 
not, it certainly seems so, and the con- 
sideration that the House of Lords 
should not be the body to bring about 
a generul election, however just 't may 
appeur, is not likely to count for much 
with the electors against the fact that 
they arc debarred from exercising the 
right of expressing their minds upon 
the question at issue If Mr. Asquith 
should make up his mind to appeal 
to the country ho could at least acquit 
himself and his government ' of the 
charge of being afraid. As it Is, tho 
convinction Is general that he shrinks 
from putting the matter to the hazard 
because he is convinced that th 
verdict would go agulnst him. Ill 
attitude is Intelligible, but it is not 
heroic. The hope of the Prime Min 
later — at least that is the Interpreta- 
tion which will be put iipon his 
fusal to go to the country — Is that 
he will e be able to bring forward 
legislation which will retrieve the 
sorry reputation which tho Govern- 
ment has obtained with the electors 
He .and the Government are credited 
with the Intention of Introducing high 
licensing. That is the way In which 
he proposes to retaliate upon th 
House of Lords and upon the trade. It 
will not affect the House of Lords, 
and as for tho trade it will benefit by 
high licensing in the important par- 
ticular that the small and undesirable 
public-house will be suppressed. That 
will bo especially the case In Ireland 
to which It will necessary to apply 
the provisions of the now measure, for 
we cannot have one scale of fees for 
licences In England and another in 
Ireland. Tho government has been 
urged not to take its defeat lying down 
It remains to be seen whether It will 
show fight, but it cannot bo said that 
there Is any appearance of its doing 
so In the meantime. . 

The Standard says:— Yesterday the 
House of Lords performed a distin- 
guished public service by throwing out 
one of the most hypocritical measures 
with which n. tiirio-serving administra- 
tion has . ever tried to Impose on tho 
people oJ England. On the people of 
England, we- say,- because every man 
in Parliament lias from the beginning 
understood that the Licensing Bill, 
which professed to be nn effort in the 
.rau.se- of temperance, wan begotten' in 
pious spite and nourished upon sheer 
covetousness. A' temperance bill which 
shut the public-houses and left the 
private cluba open! A .Temperance 
Bill which forbade drinking beer from 
a glass at the counter, • but allowed 
spirits to be smuggled home in a 
bottle! A Temperance Bill which was 
concerned for the sobriety of England 
and Wales, but took no thought for 
the abstemious inhabitants of Ireland, 
There is nobody at Westminster who 
does not know the reason of these 
distinctions and omissions. The drink- 
ing clubs have been spared because 
about half of thorn are maintained In 
the Radical interest. The. off-licences 
go free because the heads of tho 
grocery trade are paymasters of the 
Cobdtnitc pnrty. Ireland was oxcludod 
from the Bill because Ministers daro 
not affront the Nationalist members, 
So much for the virtue of this meas- 
ure. By making an ond of it the 
Upper House has struck a blow at 
cant and intrigue. 

The Licensing Bill is dead, says the 
Dally Express, and its death makes 
it possible to hope for a temperance 
Bill which might claim the support of 
all reasonable and moderate men. We 
consider that the House of Lords has 
acted with wisdom. The Bill was in 
all Its ossontlalB a measure compound- 
ed of confiscation and hypocritical 
Puritanism. Lord Rosebery declared 
that it was folly to associate the gen- 
era] cause of property with the par- 
ticular cause, of property in a liquor 
licence. Rut Lord Rosebery forgot 
that the enemy always attacks the 
weakest point of the position. There 
are plausible, if flimsy, arguments in 
favor of the Stale acquistlon of the 
liquor licence, bought by the licensee 
and taxed fully by the community; 
which attract the well-meaning super- 
ficial thinker. But when ofico the prin- 
cipal of State confiscation is establish- 
ed the Socialist will not hesitate to use 
it as a precedent for IiIh next preda- 
tory move. Lord Rosebery is not a 
Socialist, but by his vote last night 
he was playing the Socialist game.

The Dally Telegraph says: On Tues- 
day the licensing bill was sentenced. 
This morning the Licensing* bill is 
dead. It is not burled deeper than 
the credit of Its authors. If their own 
spokesmen are to bo trusted, they will 
not, and dare not, take the judgment 
of the country upon the issue. They 
are as well acquainted with the true 
state of the case as wa are. They 
know that the overwhelming weight of 
public opinion is against them. They 
realize that they have boon defeated 
In the endeavor to use a chance ma- 
jority at the polls in a way that would 
rivet the yoke of a minority upon the 
neck of the nation. They are only too 
well aware in their hearts that the 
proposals of the Licensing Bill were 
fundamentally obnoxious to the mass 
of tho people. They know that in a 
word that the House of Commons has 
again attempted to misinterpret the 
real mind of the country, and that the 
House of Lords vindicated once more 
last night the real wishes of tho elec- 
torate. Besides that point every oth- 
er Involved in this controversy sinks 
into insignificance. The ' action 
of the Peers is already justified to the 
full, as we have said, by the declara- 
tion 011 behalf of the Government of a 
refusal to dissolve. Could any con- 
ceivable course from a plainer ac- 
knowledgement of their own sense or 
the weakness of their position?

The California Shipping company, of 
San Francisco, one of tho largest own- 
ers of American sailing ships, has de- 
cided to retire from business and dis- 
pose of its properties as the market 
warrants. The company was establish- 
ed in San Francisco many years ago 
and until the recent depression of 
profits ob American tonnagle, had 
a very successful career. The company 
has over a hundred stockholders 
among the shipping men of the coast. 
Its cash capital amounts to about $40.- 
000, which will be distributed among 
the stockholders, giving a dividend or 
$4 per share. 

The company at present owns sixteen 
sailing ships, all woll known at coast 
ports.

An Appreciation of the Turks 

The Turks are braver, morn honest, 
moro trustworthy, more fair-minded 
and better educated than their neigh- 
bors. They lire warriors, not traders, 
and there is a proverb among them to 
the effect that in a trade a Jew can 
beat a Turk and a. Greek can beat a 
Jew, but an Armenian can beat them 
All. 



Wo hear much of Turkish atrocities, 
of the seclusion of their women, and 
of. their cruelty toward their subjugat- 
ed peoples; but of their reverence for 
age, their kindness to animals, their 
charity to the poor (a beggar in Con- 
stantinople will beg of a Mohammedan 
Turk in every case rather than a 
Christian, and once a year a day is "jet 
apart when every man must bestow 
upon his poorer neighbor a lamb for 
his (lock or for eating), of their wise 
provision for the dowry of their 
daughters — a. provision wo in America 
would do well to adopt — of their 
libraries and their schools wo hear 
almost nothing. 

To the European or the American 
the Turk Indeed presents a character 
full of contradictions. Mosc kind, he 
can be most cruel; most hospitable, 
he can be most exclusive; most toler- 
ant, he can be most fanatic. By tradi- 
tion, by conviction, by religion, and by 
custom, he is an Oriental. The heart 
of an Oriental is, by an Occidental, not 
easily read. 

There are no more cultured gentle- 
men In Europe than are to be found 
among the Turks of the upper classes, 
and it must be remembered that tho 
early and formative years of these men 
are spent almost entirely in the harem 
by the side of their mothers, who plant 
the ■seed of learning and refinement 
afterward brought to such a high state 
of cultivation. 

The mother of the Sultan is the most 
powerful woman In the empire, and 
as long as she lives wields tremendous 
influence over tho affulra of state,

Martin Ilopcorn, or Hauptkorn ns 
his name should be spelt, was yester- 
day committed for trial by police 
magistrate Jay on the charge of hav- 
ing stabbed Jili Helo, a Uoumania, at 
the Colonial saloon on the afternoon 
of December 5th. In opening the case 
city prosecutor Moore drew attention 
to the fact that the injured man was 
not and would not be in court. Tills 
was due to the fact that lie had been 
allowed to leave the hospital without 
any notification being given to the 
police. This had occurred before and 
the authorities felt that the hospitals 
should notify the police when a man 
concerned in a grave crime of this 
kind was about to leave. In this case 
Helo had secreted himself and the 
police had been unable to find him. 
Fortunately the prosecution was not 
solely dependent on his evidence. 

The first witness called was a scaler 
named Alexander McLean who was 
in the Colonial bar during the fracas. 
He saw Hauptkorn come In from the 
back of the saloon after a brief ab- 
sence and walk up the room eyeing 
the crowd. lie passed the group 
among whom Helo was, and then 
came back. He had his hand in his 
trouser pocket, but on Hearing Helo 
he drew it out and jabbed him In the 
back. He did not Bee the knife but 
was certain that the man was stabbed 
at the moment. Directly the blow 
was given the accused left the place. 
Helo was tnicon away by his friends. 

Joseph Barnard was another eye- 
witness of the affair. He spoke of the 
quarrelling among the group of for- 
eigners which had preceded the stab- 
bing, and then went on tn describe 
the Incident Itself. He saw Haupt- 
korn turn back and approach Helo. He 
had his hand in his left pocket. He 
drew It out. and changed what hi' 
had In his hand to the right hand. He 
then pushed Helo with the left hand 
and stabbed him In the back just 
above the left hip with the right. The 
witness saw the glint of the knife 
blade. The accused then slipped out 
of the front dour of the place, just 
as the witness cried out that Helo had 
been stabbed. 

John Qualotz, a cousin of Helo's, 
described the scene In very broken 
English. He did not see a knife but 
saw the accused punch Helo in the 
back. He afterwards saw the wound 
and bad the man removed to his room 
upstairs. He also sent for the police 
and Dr. Robertson. 

Hrnest Ferguson, manager of the 
Colonial, also told of the events of 
the afternoon though he did not see 
the blow struck. He had stopped a 
row shortly before, telling the man 
that If there were any trouble they 
would have to leave. The whole affair 
happened very quickly. The man was 
stabbed In the back indicting a wound 
about an inch deep and three quar- 
ter's of an inch wide. Dr. Robertson 
was sent for. 

William 13. Danby also witnessed 
the- affair and told of it in detail. At 



this point the magistrate having inti- 
mated that there was sufficient evi- 
dence to commit the man, and his 
counsel Win- C. Moresby saying that 
ho would not oppose a cormittal the 
case was closed. Neither Dr. Robert- 
son nor Sergeant Walker who took 
the Injured man to the hospital and 
arrested the accused were called yes- 
terday. They will bo summoned, how- 
ever, before the court of asslzo at the 
trial of the case. Mr. Moresby gave 
no hint of the lino which the defense 
wilt take, not cross-examining any 
witnesses. 

Alexander Vied, who Is said to have 
drawn a knife earlier In the afternoon 
and is charged with engaging in an 
affray, will come up for a hearing this 
morning.

Stopped by the United States Im- 
migration olllclals aa lie was about to 
board the Princess Royal on Saturday 
night enroute to the other side of the 
boundary, D. H. Deepart, fleeing from 
North Vancouver where ho was want- 
ed on a charge of arson, was taken 
in charge by the provincial, police 
and spent Sunday In the cells at the 
local police station. On Sunday night 
ho was taken back to North Vancouv- 
er where he will be arraigned. 

It was Deepart's strange behavior 
on the night that his resldencen in Nort 
Vancouver was burned that aroused 
tlie suspicions of the authorities. At 
the very moment that the flames wore 
seen breaking from the upstairs win- 
dows of the house Deepart was notic- 
ed by some of his neighbours leaving 
the place. They shouted to him that 
the house was on Are but Instead of 
stopping he Increased his speed and 
the last seen of him was when he dis- 
appeared down the street running as 
fust as his legs would carry him. It 
Is stated that he and Ids wife did 
not agree and that frequent quarrels 
between tin.- pair gave occasion for 
much comment in the village. Evi- 
dently he determined to burn down 
his home before levanting but the 
blaze was subdued after some exer- 
tion on the part of the neighbours. 

Deepart came to Victoria intending 
to leave for Seattle but the provincial 
police here, notified by wire of his 
departure, were on the watch and a 
good description of the man was fur- 
nished the immigration authorities 
with the result that the fugitive was 
apprehended. 

OFFICIALS INSPECTED 
THE ISLAND RAILROAD 

R, Marpole Satisfied With Pro- 
gress of Work — Survey 
Parties in Field 



After several days spent in an in- 
spection of the Esqulmalt and Nan- 
almo railway, the clearing work in 
progress on C. P. It. island hinds at 
different points, and the grading of 
the extensions to the West Coast, 
R. Marpole, vice-president of the E. 
& N., H. Beasley and A. J. Gamble, 
both prominent officials of the C. P. 
R., returned from up the line on Sat- 
urday. A special train with Mr. 
Marpole's private car "the Brunswick" 
had been ordered and was awaiting 
the party on their arrival from Comox, 
it being their desire to reach Victoria 
in time to take ttie night boat to the 
mainland At the Coal City the rail- 
road magnates were, joined by Lieut- 
Governor Dunsmulr et al, who were 
on their way back after an extended 
hunting expedition. On invitation the 
latter joined Mr. Marpole and those 
In bis company on the trip to this 
city. The Journey was made in ex- 
ceptionally good time. 

It Is authoritatively stated that .Mr. 
Marpole was gratified at the progress 
being made In the different works 
underway along the lino. He found 
the clearing of tracts of land for set- 
tlement at Ladysmlth and at Qualicom 
Hearing completion. Reaching the 
northern terminus of the road auto- 
mobiles were engaged and a trip made 
alnng the route of the West Coast ex- 
tension as far as the terminus — Al- 
bernl. In every respect. It is stated 
the vice-president expressed himself 
as satisfied. 

No announcement has been made 
yet as to when tin- lenders will be 
called fur the grading of the line from 
French Creek to the coast. It was 
authoritatively learned yesterday, how- 
ever, that the preliminaries la this 
connection wore being transacted ex- 
peditiously. Two survey parties are 
engaged in tile country between the 
points mentioned. Hp to the present 
they hava not submitted their final 
report. However that is expected to 
be In hand In the course of a few 
weeks, thus permitting the calling for 
tenders on or about the 1st of next 
February. It is unlikely that this 
step In connection with the building of 
the trans-island road will be practi- 
cable before that date. 



WASH OUT ON E. & N. 
) OUIIM REPAIRED 

Regular Service of Island Rail- 
way Was in Force Yes- 
terday 



The wash-out, which occurred on 
the F. & N. railway last Saturday, at 
the trestlo near the tunnel, tho 
mllo or so south of the 17-mllo post, 
was not as serious as it at first ap- 
peared. When the news was received 
In Victoria that the heavy rains in 
that vicinity hud carried away the 
new filling on that part of tho road, 
sweeping away a portion of the bridge, 
It was thought that the service would 
bo seriously deranged. Hurriedly 
gangs of workmen were forwarded 
from Victoria and different centres up 
tho line, while Superintendent Good- 
fellow, of this city, went to the scene 
In person to ascertain tho extent of 
tho damage. He found that it could 
bo repaired with comparative ease, the 
only hurt the trestle having sustained 
being the displacement of the "string- 
ers" which support tho rails — huge 
pieces of timber extending from one 
end of the woodwork to the other. Al- 
though It was necessary to transfer 
the passengers on the morning trains 
and to cancel the afternoon passenger, 
tho service was not, otherwise, inter- 
fered with, the customary schedule 
being In force yesterday. 

Mr. Goodfellow does not anticipate 
any further trouble. He says that the 
trestle now is just as sound as it ever 
was and that it is the Intention to re- 
place tho filling, which was swept into 
the sea by the gushing mountain tor- 
rent, swollen by the recent rains. In a 
short time. The steam shovel will be 
brought to that point for tho purpose 
just as soon as possible.

An echo of the fatal accident which 
occurred on the Dutch ship Nedcrland, 
September 7th last when one man 
was killed and another Injured by fall- 
ing through a hatch was heard In 
the Admiralty court yesterday after- 
noon. The injured man. Barber by 
name, brought suit for damages and 
seized the ship which had to put up 
J1.500 In cash in order to be able to 
proceed on Its voyage. Yesterday 
Fred Peters, K. C, moved to have tho 
action dismissed and the money paid 
Into court refunded. Col. Gregory ap- 
peared for the plaintiff. 

In introducing what, during the 
course of tho argument Mr. Justice 
Martin styled "a very interesting and 
far reaching point," Mr. Peters short- 
ly outlined the origin of the action 
from which It appeared that Barber 
was on the ship with the stevedores 
helping unload cargo. They were un- 
covering the hatches arid lit so doing 
had to remove certain beams. One of 
these was hard to move and when it 
was shifted tho covo of an after hatch 
on which the plaintiff and another 
were standing gave way and they 
were precipitated into the hold. 

The action, counsel Raid, depended on 
the construction of Section 7 of the 
Imperial Admiralty Act of 1861 which 
provides that "The High Court of Ad- 
miralty shall have Jurisdiction over 
any claim for damage done by any 
ship." This had been judicially con- 
strued to mean any damage done by 
the ship itself, in which the ship was 
the Instrument by which the damage 
was indicted. For instance if a ship 
ran into a wharf, the clause would 
come into operation, for before the 
passage of that act tho court merely 
har jurisdiction over events upon the 
high seas. He cited the case of the 
Theta in which a man fell down a 
hatch which was merely covered by 
a tarpaulin. He sued for damages, 
but the Admiralty court in England 
held that the damage was not done I 
by the ship, and so that no action in I 
rem lay. The ship was tied to a 
wharf at Die time. In the case of 
Curry vs. McKnlgbt the House of Lords 
had held that where a crew cut a 
cable in order to. make room for their 
vessel to get out, the ship itself could 
not be held liable. 

Mr. Peters also citod a number of j 
decisions from the English courts of 
appeal which laid down the principle 
that the damage contemplated by the 
section was that Inflicted by the ship 
Itself, and that the object of providing 
s.JCh an extraordinary remedy was to 
ensure as far as possible careful navi- | 
gatlon in all circumstances. Under 
these authorities Mr. Peters contend- 
ed that the action must be dismissed 
as It had been brought against the 
ship and an action In rem did not He. 
Tho only case against him was a de- 
cision by a local judge In Admiralty 
in New Brunswick In Which the au- 
thorities now cited had not been 
brought to tho attention of tho judge. 

In reply Col. Gregory relied on the 
New Brunswick case referred to, and 
said that in any event the present 
caso was distinguishable because tho 
plaintiff's contention was that the ac- 
cident arose owing to tho faulty con- 
struction of the ship, and so could 
only be said to have been caused by 
tho ship. 

His lordship reserved his decision, 
remarking that he must do so out of 
respect to his learned brother In New 
Brunswick whose dictum he was ask- 
ed to regard. 

Mr. Peters also applied for leave to 
have the bond of an American surety 
company .substituted for the money, so 
that In any event the cash could ho 
released at once. His lordship ask- 
ed If a Canadian surety company was 
not available, and took the matter un- 
der advisement also.

An American visitor to English 
schools comments on tho delightful 
singing of the children and speaks of 
the readiness With which little ones 
of six and seven could repeat versos. 
Joan Graham, In the Canadian Maga- 
zine, tells of a working woman who 
attended tho weekly practice of an 
oratorio and who, although her hus- 
band was 111, took of iter little store 
to attend one of the concerts given by 
the Sheffield choir. She felt ihat the 
money so spent would bring a return 
which that laid out in finery or even 
in buying such little luxuries as their 
circumstances warranted would not 
give. 

The schools which increase the 
pleasures of life for those whose days 
are spent In toil are doing good work. 
We hear much of undesirable immi- 
grants, but the woman who while site 
performs unlovely tusks has her soul 
tilled with the grand words and music 
of such works of art as the Messiah or 
the Creation and who has the ability 
to join In its reproduction brings to 
our western life something which ele- 
vates and enriches it and the miner 
or the mechanic whose memory is 
stored with even the simplest of the 
lines which adorn English literature 
carries with him an Inspiration t>, a 
higher life. 

There are, among the clergy of the 
Church of England some who have 
come to believe that there should be 
co-operation between the physician of 
the soul and the healer oT the body. It 
has been proved beyond the possibility 
of reasonable doubt that the state of 
the mind lias a great effect on the 
body. It Is believed by many Christ- 
ians that tho ministers of the church 
should assist In restoring health, es- 
pecially to those who arc victims of 
diseases of the nerves. For some 
time the clergymen connected With the 
Emmanuel church In Boston have de- 
voted themselves to the cure of such 
sufferers and they claim to have been 
very successful. One of these, Dr. 
MeComb, has devoted some of his time 
to explaining the methods pursued by 
himself and his fellow- workers. They 
do not pretend that the work of the 
ordinary physician is needless, but 
do say that religion can greatly assist 
the patient to get well. If the mind Is 
filled with good thoughts and If reli- 
j ance Is placed in the goodness of the 
Creator the power of Illness over the 
j body is much lessened and in many 
! cases altogether removed. To do this, 
I it Is contended, Is the work of tho 
! Christian minister. At the Lambeth 
j conference, which took place last sum- 
J mer, this subject was under consider- 
ation and it is said that a church and 
I Medical Union has been formed as 
' the result of the deliberations of the 
; bishops. So far as has been ascer- 
j tained the work being done is largely 
[ in the nature of investigation. But 
; that earnest thought Is being given to 
the subject is one of the signs of tho 
times. 

« » » 

In these days Canadians hear little 
of Lady Henry Somerset, though her 
name Is known through the length' 
and breadth of England as a great 
temperance reformer. The methods 
followed by this noble lady have gone 
somewhat out of fashion among us on 
this side of the world. She did not try 
to reform people by law or by talking 
about their sins, but she gave them 
her love, her sympathy and her help. 
She had the rare gift of being able to 
put herself in the place of others and 
of looking at the world from their 
standpoint. It was this that made 
her successful anil that won her the 
love and confidence of the poor and 
sinful people among whom she la- 
bored. As years went on. Lady Henry 
Somerset determined to try to do 
something for that most despised and 
most hopeless of human beings, the 
women who had become the slaves of 
the drink habit. Her position and her 
means made it possible to form and 
carrp out a scheme by which the ex- 
periment could be tried under the most 



sought shelter from temptation, near 
tho woman who has faith enough to 
believe in tho possibility of their cure 
and love enough to attempt to bring it 
about. 

If, at the end of thirteen years of 
this work the foundress of this colony 
Is hopeful, no woman who has yielded 
to this weakness need despair. Such 
a work is a rebuke to most of us who 
are so quick to censure and so slow 
to help. Not the less may the need for 
this self-sacrifice be a warning to any 
who through thoughtlessness or wil- 
fulness are forming a habit which will 
bring disgrace upon themselves and 
grief to all who love them.

On lo r estate she built a number of 
thatched cottages and a beautiful lit- 
tle church. As time went on, for it 
is thirteen years since this work be- 
Igan, the cottages were covered with 
clambering roses. To this peaceful 
j village of Dunhurst, women came from 
all directions. Lady Henry Somerset 
occupies one of the cottages and as 
leach arrives her first visit Is to the 
j home of the lady who has planned this 
refuge. With a gleam of hope she 
comes away and enters upon her new 
life. Everything is done to awaken 
, her self-respect and her confidence In 
| herself and no word of blame or re- 
proach Is uttered. Work is found for 
every one, for Dunhurst Is a busy place. 
In some of the (cottages women work 
at the handlooms whose products have 
become fashionable of late, embroid- 
ery, laundry work, cooking, basket 
making, poultry raising and gardening 
are all taught, so that each can find 
the occupation best suited to her. It 
is told of one woman that It was im- 
possible to get her to do anything till 
she was sent. Into the garden to work. 
There she was happy, and as she 
worked among the plants In the fresh 
air and the sunshine the healing she 
needed so much came to her. Early 
In the morning all the women meet at 
tho church, for it is felt that If these 
poor souls are to win back the strength 
[they have lost, it is by the aid of a 
i power higher than themselves. A vis- 
; Itor says; "Pull of light and color, 
with pictures and flowers, quiet, peace- 
ful, the door open to the fields, noth- 
ing in the colony Impresses one more 
than this little chapel." 

Nor is tho sound of happy voices 
and merry laughter wanting In tills 
little community. Lady Henry Somer- 
set conceived the idea of bringing to 
Dunhurst some thirty children who had 
been gathered In by the National so- 
ciety for the prevention of cruelty to 
children. As soon as they are old 
enough the boys and girls go to the 
nearest school. The little ones, of 
course, are cared for at home. The 
presence of the children, orphans 
though they are, adds to the cheerful- 
ness of tho place. Their cottage Is 
called "The Nest," and Airs. Jenkins, 
who saw it last summer, describes as 
an ideal home for little ones. 

The period of residence Is a year 
and hundreds of women at the end of 
It have gone back to lives of useful- 
ness. Lady Henry Somerset gives up 
her time to this work and Is assisted 
by a number of sisters who have de- 
voted themselves to the service of tho 
poor and tho unfortunate. The great 
manor house of the estate is occupied 
by women of. higher rank who have 



The hoy Is entitled to his father's 
confidence; it is his right to know his 
father's nature and experiences; only 
thus can he be fully heir to all that 
parenthood can and should bestow. It 
Is for the child's good that we be a 
parent to him, first and last, not a 
master, nor yet a hero. As to rever- 
ence, 1 doubt whether a child rever- 
ences his parents after he Is ten years 
old.

They have keen Insight those 
days; they are far quicker at mind- 
reading than the children were gener- 
ations back. They know more about 
you than you dream they know; but 
not being wise enough to give the pro- 
per weight to causes and motives, 
they are apt to misjudge you. So it is 
best to be open with them. Frankness 
on your part will lead to confidence on 
theirs. — Mary E. Bryan. 



Uses of Ribbon. 

Ribbon is more used In the making 
of decorations for the hair then it lias 
been for a long time. The ribbon de- 
coration is fashioned to suit both liigh 
and low coiffures. Young girls and 
debutantes who find the arrangement 
of their hair in braids low on the back 
of the head becoming, are making for 
themselves coronal twists of ribbon 
terminating in a rosette, back of each 
temple. Soft satin ribbon, half-Inch 
wide, is used for the rosettes, which 
are mado by tying double bow-knots 
in the ribbon at intervals of six or 
seven inches, then gathering these Into 
rosettes. The connecting ribbon is 
three inches wide, of soft satin twist- 
ed loosely and wired to keep it In tho 
coronal shape. Instead of the rosettes, 
the twisted bnnd may end in looped 
bows with ends cut sharply to a point 
but the rosettes are prettier. 

The ribbon twisted in and out of the 
pompadour, and ending in a bow at 
one side, Is not new. but is still pop- 
ular. Tlie robbon should be wired to 
keep it in the circular shape, and from 
flattening the pompadour. Usually 
ribbon matching the gown in color is 
chosen, but flexible silver tissue is 
sometimes used with good effect. 



WOMEN'S C0UMCIL 



The flrst'regular monthly meeting of 
the Women's Council lor the present 
season was held in the city hall yes- 
terday afternoon. 

There were present the president, 
Mrs. Cooper; vice-president, Mrs. 
Burns; corresponding secretary, re- 
cording secretary, treasurer, Mrs. 
Day, Mrs. Fltzglbbon and representa- 
tives of llfteen societies. 

After the meeting had been opened 
with silent prayer, the minutes of tin' 
last meeting were read and approved. 

Tho corresponding secretary read a 
communication from the press con- 
vener of the National Council, saying 
that tlie subscription for t he Satur- 
day's Issue of tile Toronto News, con- 
taining the report of the doings of the 
local councils and of the executive of 
the national council had been reduced 
to fifty cents. Tills would this year 
be of special interest as Items of in- 
terest with regard to tho quinquen- 
nial meeting at Toronto would appear. 
Tho president commended tlie matter 
to tho attention of council members. 

In answer to a question from Mrs. 
Spofford, Mrs. Day said that council 
women had not shown tho interest In 
this matter which was expected. 

The treasurer's report showed that 
there was a balance of $16.48. 

Tho president said as this was tho 
first occasion upon which she appeared 
as president of the society she thought 
It well to make her position clear. 
After pointing out somo of the ways 
in which members could contribute to 
the Interest and usefulness of the coun- 
cil meetings Mrs. Cooper to avoid tho 
possibility of misunderstanding read 
the following statement: 

Willie asking for the hearty co- 
operation and support of each one of 
you, both personally, and as delegates 
of your societies, I wish to emphasize 
what I tli Ink was made clear at our 
annual meeting, namely, that this 
council has no right to control or lo 
censure the action or methods of 
tho societies which are affiliated to It. 
In article 2 of our constitution it is 
distinctly stated that, "no society en- 
tering a local council shnil thereby 
lose Us Independence In aim or method 
or bo committed to any principle or 
method of any other society in tho 
council." 

i 



Hence it Is plain that no society or 
Individual can control or criticize 
other societies through the medium of 
the council. On the other hand It must 
be distinctly understood that this coun- 
cil is In no way committed to the ac- 
tion or methods of working of its 
affiliated societies, except, of course, 
with regard to those resolutions which 
have been presented by tho societies 
and passed by the council, therefore 
tho affiliated societies must not look 
to the council to support their action, 
unless they have both sought and are 
following the advice of the council. 

Again, as president, I feel that 
whatever my private inclination may 
be, I have no right to give my signa- 
ture as president to any petitions or 
circulars of affiliated societies unless 
I am confident that such have the ap- 
proval of the local council. I must not 
commit the council to any policy which 
It has not fairly adopted. 

Mrs. Cooper concluded by asking 
each member of the council for her 
forbearance, sympathy, patience and 
above all, their prayers. An explana- 
tion was made showing that the ac- 
tual proceeds of tlie rest tent at the 
provincial fair was $54.28. This had 
been added to by a contribution of $10 
from the Ladies of the Maccabees. 
This formed Hie fund needed to send 
a representative to the meeting of the 
National Council.

To Test Color. 

To tent the color of tiie sample of 
gingham for. fastness In washing, try 
a part of the sample In soap and hot 
water and see If the color "runs" or 
stains the water. Dry and iron the 
piece treated and compare with the 
portion of the original sample kept, 



A sample can be tested for fastness 
to light by exposing to direct sunlight 
for a day or two, saving a portion of 
the cloth as before for comparison 
If the dye will stand direct sunlight 
without appreciable change for this 
length of time . it will not give much 
trouble of fading. Wall paper may 
be tested for fading in a .similar way. 
It is always advisable for one to test 
materials in a manner as nearly like 
tho way they are to be used as possible 
For example, if he were testing two 
samples of Hour to be used for making 
broad, he might make up two small 
loaves, using carefully weighed quanti- 
ties of each sample of Hour and other 
materials and baking the loaves at one 
time, compare the result. In such 
cases it is usual to have a "stand- 
ard'' flour or other material to use 
for comparison. 

This method of testing by com- 
parison could often bo used by 
housekeepers, provided reasonable 
care were taken as to weights and 
conditions. Working thus, flour, 
linking powder, soap, spices, flavor- 
ing extracts, in fact almost all tho 
laundry, could be tested.

AGAIN TRIUMPH? 



Island Rugby Team's Chances 
Against Vancouver on Sat- 
urday Reviewed 



GENERAL CONFIDENCE FELT 



Changes Mooted in Fifteen's 
Personnel — Constant 
Training 



Victoria's rugby football fifteen will 
be subjected to a severe test next Sat- 
urday when, on the mainland, they 
Will meet the flower of Vancouver's 
youth, the lads who hold British Co- 
lumbia's championship, In the second 
match of the present season's series. 
Will tho islanders be able to repeat 
their performance of over a week afro 
and, by defeating their rivals on their 
own grounds, strengthen their grasp 
on the handsome and historic trophy— 
the McKechnle cup — and the newer in- 
ternational Copper-Keith silverware. 

In the past It has been the experience 
that, although Victoria always was able 
to take care of herself in island 
matches, when it came to playing else- 
where the shoe pinched. Whether this 
rule is going to hold good when the 
local lads visit the Terminal city is 
what Is troubling many anient dis- 
ciples of the pastime. Generally, how- 
ever, the opinion is that the forthcom- 
ing contest will prove the exception to 
the rule. Certainly the splendid prac- 
tice which took place on Saturday, the 
abundance of first class material in 
evidence, the fact that, since Vancou- 
ver's defeat here, a number of new 
men have appeared In rugby circles 
whose form ensures them positions on 
the representative fifteen and whose 
services are deemed by the judges of 
play as an inestimable acquisition, 
would seem to indicate that the Capi- 
tal City team will travel to the Termin- 
al City on Friday and on the afternoon 
of the following day proceed to put a 
few more kinks In the self esteem of 
that city's players and their support- 
ers. 

Critical Review 
A recent issue of the News-Adver- 
tiser, Vancouver, contains a critical 
article on the comparative nullities of 
Victoria and Vancouver teams based 
on the form they showed in tho open-, 
ing game. In one of the Introductory I 
paragraphs the writer says: "Dealing! 
with the retention of the provincial 
championship, despite the reverse ex- ! 
perienced last week at Oak Bay, I feel 
very sanguine that Dr. McKochnie's 
handsome trophy will be seen still orn- 
amenting the V. A. C. rooms. And this 
opinion is held without In any way 
wishing to belittle the hard-earned vic- 
tory gained by the Victoria reps, last 
Saturday. Upon that occasion the 
laurels went to the best team on the 
day's play. Of that there Is no doubt. 
But, paradoxical as it may seem, I 
consider that the best and more scien- 
tific football was shown by the losing 
side, who exhibited superior id. 'as of 
combination and better running power.' 1 
Further on, Victoria's win is attributed 
to "the splendid kicking of their backs, 
supplemented by the fast, bustling, 
klclt-and-rush tactics of their for- 
wards." 

That Is the purport of tho reference 
to Victoria. The rest of the article Is 
devoted to Vancouver, an attempt be- 
ing made to point out just what Is 
necessary that, next time, the main- 
landers may sweep the presumptuous 
islanders oft their feet and place them 
where, In the opinion of the mainland, 
they belong. And there is no reason 
to doubt but that If the Terminal City 
is able to improve the faults Which 
tho News- Advertiser correspondent 
points out, the result will be such per- 
fection that Victoria could not hope to 
have a "look in." Had this expert got 
busy with the pen a little earlier who 
knows but that tho Anglo-Welsh 
team, whose visit and exhibition game 
With the Terminal City bunch must bo 
fresh In the minds of most sportsmen, 
would have been meted out a lemon as 
large and as juicy as -they had the plea- 
Sure of crushing on the otherwise 
bright annals of the Vancouver club. 



Are On the Move. 

But the point is what is to happen 
the MeKechnlo cup tills year; also that 
Copper Keith trophy, for was not Vic- 
toria told when, with unwarranted for- 
wardness of mainland officials wero 
asked whether they were entitled to 
compete tor the coast honors, that tho 
provincial cup must first be won? And. 
though the prediction may be seri- 
ously at variance with the ideas held 
on the mainland, it looks much as if 
both these trophies, hitherto held up 
L-y the mainland in flaunting bravado, 
were inclined to move. Perhaps hav- 
ing made Vancouver their homo for 
years they have become restless in 
the desire to strike out for "pastures 
new.'' And it goes without saying that 
Victorians are going to do just all 
they can to assist them In their laud- 
able desire t«- get away from the rains 
and fogs of tl-e mainland metropolis. 

It wns Victoria's "fast, bustling, 
klck-and-rush tactics" which won the 
llrst match. So saith the Vancouver 
oracle. True he adds that this style 
Is •■antiquated." In all of this he is 
astoundlrtgly correct. These things 
did bring victory to the Capital last 
time. Still it would' be unwise for him 
to draw the deduction that the locals 
will try the same strategy again. A 
good general always varies his form of 
attack, although, of course, the alter- 
ations made are largely governed by 
conditions. For Instance, a heavy 
turf, such as is likely to be met with In 
Vancouver, by-the-way, would call for 
an aggressive programme much 
similar. 

A Safe Bet. 

However, without giving away any 
secrets, it may bo said that the Island- 
ers will not play the same way in the 
next match. The same energetic for- 
wards will be on deck, the same reli- 
able kicks will be included in tho de- 
fence division, hut Vancouver may look 
for a marked difference In many re- 
spects, it is a safe bet that the main- 
land forwards won't find It so easy to 
hook the ball out of the scrum. That's 
a trick tho Victoria lads are practicing 
and are said to be getting down to a 
fine art. Again It must not be assum- 
ed, and this is said not in a spirit of 
boast fulness hut only In order that 
Vancouver will not be able to mourn- 
fully say "we were not warned," that 
tho quarters will not be as retiring 
and unassuming as before. They are 
going to take a prominent part in the 
forthcoming struggle and It would not 
be a prophecy out of place to assert 
that they will have a finger deep in the 
pie of victory. There will be some 
changes on the local thin rod line, 
and the alterations will be all to the 
good. With the combination now in 
pr )gress of perfection the throe- 
quarter backs who will represent Vic- 
toria should bo able to treat Van- 
couver players to a beautiful though 
perhaps somowhat unwelcome exhi- 
bition of elusive sprinting. 

Therefore, taking ror granted that 
the Advertiser's correspondent correct- 
ly Interprets the sentiment among 
mainland rugby men, and judging Vic- 
toria by the reports of added strength 
and genera] enthusiasm, It Is safe to 
say that the second match of the Brit- 
ish Columbia schedule will be a hum- 
mer. Certain It is that both teams 
will have no lack of backers because 
on the mainland It is thought that the 
champions an' invincible, as far as the 
province Is concerned, while here there 
are hundreds who have cast Iron con- 
fidence In the ability of those who have 
rallied to the support of the local club 
to duplicate their llrst performance, 
ami not only that but to materially 
Increase the margin of triumph. 



Mongolian Pheasants Have 
Reached Coast — Twenty for 
Adjacent Districts 



Vancouver, Dec. 11— There arrieed 
on the Pacific express from England 
45 fine healthy Mongolian pheasants. 
They were consigned to Provincial 
Game Warden A. Bryan Williams, and 
intended for distribution on the low- 
er mainland and Vancouver Island. 

They are the first shipment of 
pheasants of that breed to be import- 
ed from England and are intended to 
Improve the present bird-shooting In 
this province. These birds are alto- 
gether different from the Mon- 
golian pheasants of the ring 
neck type and are in very 
great demand in England. They wero 
purchased from Lord Ernest Hamilton, 
of Bovlngton, England, who has large 
tinanclal interests in this country and 
who was formerly a director of the 
Atlln Mining Company. The consign- 
ment Included 125 birds for Vancouver 
and 20 for Victoria. The latter ship- 
ment is being farmed. 

It Is the intention of Mr. Williams to 
ship the birds to Chilliwack where they 
will be looked after by the deputy 
game warden stationed at that point. 
It is proposed to breed a certain num- 
ber and they will then be distributed 
throughout the lower mainland. 

The Chilliwack Game Association 
has erected pens for the birds and 
they will bo given every chance to 
multiply. It Is confidently expected 
that the Infusion of the Mongolian 
pheasant with the species that is now 
becoming quite numerous on the lower 
mainland will greatly Improve the 
stock. 

The expense of Importing these 
birds — no small Item by the way — was 
borne entirely by a number of private 
individuals who arc public-spirited 
enough to wish to see the game birds 
of the province kept up in a proper 
manner. This fact brings to mind that 
all the present plethora of pheasants 
is the result of a similar effort made 
by a number of sportsmen some 
years ago, who Imported about one 
hundred birds. These have thriven so 
well that there is good pheasant 
shooting now all river tiro whole lower 
mainland, as well ns on Vancouver 
island. 

Note.— The twenty birds which arc 
to be liberated on Vancouver island 
will be set free in different districts 
in the vicinity of the city. Just whole 
they will be placed has not yet been 
decided.

The world's champion sculler, Wil- 
liam Webb, who will row Richard 
Arnst on the Wanganui river over a 
three-mile course today Is 20 years 
of age. Ho was born in Lyttleton, 
Christchurch, N.Z., and made his first 
championship appearance on Decem- 
ber 20, 190G, when he won tho cham- 
pionship of New Zealand on the Wan- 
ganui river, from J. Stanbury in 18 
minutes 50 seconds. Less than a year 
later he won the championship of tho 
world by defeating Charles Towns on 
the Parramatta river, Sydney, N.S.W., 
in 20 minutes 45 seconds, August 3, 
1907. He defended the title and re- 
tained It this year, on February 25, 
when ho beat Tresidder on tho three 
mile course of the Wanganui river in 
20 minutes 55 seconds. 

Richard Arnst, the challenger, is also 
a New Zealander by birth, and is two 
years younger than Webb. His llrst 
important race was the Australian 
championship, which ho won from 
Pearcc this year on" tho Parramatta. 
Arnst was formerly prominent In track 
cycle racing, winning the Sydney 
thousand three years ago, since when 
ho has taken to rowing. 'J he race 
is for three miles, tho csual world's 
course which has been seabed since 
1831, witn but two exceptions when 
the distinee wn» two miles end a half. 
Tho purse Is £ 500 provided by Webb's 
backer, W. R. Tuck, of Wanganui, 
New Zealand. 

History of Race. 

The first world's sculling champion- 
ship was rowed on the Thames In 1831 
between J. Williams and C. Campbell, 
tho latter proving the winner and 
again beating Williams in the next 
race in 1838. Since 1831 there have 
been eighteen world's champion scul- 
lers, the greatest of whom was Beach, 
who won the championship seven 
times. Hanlan, the Canadian sculler; 
Kemp and Stanbury were next, win- 
ning the title five times each, while 
Towns, Chambers and Kelly were 
champions four times each. The re- 
cord time for the race is held by Stan- 
bury, who rowed the three miles on 
the Parramatta river, Sydney, N.S.W., 
against Towns in 1905 in 19 minutes 
■17 seconds.

The British ship Arranmore, the only 
one of the Heel of disengaged sailing 
vessels remaining in Royal Roads, 
dragged her anchor during the- heavy 
gale of Sunday, and was within three 
ship's length of the lighthouse at the 
entrance to Esquimalt harbor when 
the second anchor, which had been put 
out when the vessel started to drag 
away before the wind, held fast, the 
chain of the other mudhook mean- 
while paying out considerably. The 
wind blew In heavy squalls and it 
seemed for a time that the vessel 
would go ashore. 

A quarter of a century ago four ves- 
sels anchored in Royal Roads during 
a similar gale were driven ashore. 
They were the British barks Con- 
naught and Tiber and the American 
ships Gettysburg and Southern Chief. 
The Connauglit was loaded and ready 
for sea with 500,000 foot of lumber on 
board, when her anchor dragged and 
she went on the beach near Albert 
Head, the vessel bring abandoned by 
her owners afterward and sold to 
Rlthet & Co. for SHOO. 

Capt. Newby, one of the Victoria pi- 
lot;;, was in charge of the Tiber. She 
way larger than the Connauglit, hieing 
a vessel of 1028 tons, and when her 
anchors dragged during the high gale 
of 1883, she drove ashore in Royal Bay 
and became so near a wreck that

she lay on the beach at Royal Roads, 
after dragging ashore, to Lieut.' Lee, 
of 11 M S. Swlftsure for :f000. She 
was (loutcd and repaired, being after- 
ward sold to San Francisco people for 
$1500, and was engaged In tho lumber 
trade until 1891, when she was wreck- 
ed off i 'ape Flattery during the same 
gale in which the collier Monlserrat 
went down. The Southern Chief, then 
forty years old, practically pounded to 
pieces', the derelict being supported 
only by her lumber cargo. The Gettys- 
burg was purchased by the late Henry 
Saunders for $1200 iir she lay on the 
beach and was raised and repaired, 
being sold later for $9,000. She was, 
however, condemned as a constructive 
total loss on arrival at Capetown ow- 
ing to injuries received during the 
voyage. 

Better remembered by local shipping 
men is the blow of Christinas night, 
1901 when three vessels, anchored In 
Royal Roads, dragged - for some dis- 
tance, the Benjamin J. Packard drift- 
ing off the Dallas road foreshore in- 
side Brotclilo Ledge, where she 
brought up to her hook safely, the 
Santa Clara dragging to within a 
ship's length of Trial Island safely and 
going ashore when her crew lifted the 
anchor, while the third, the Bankburn 
was missing for two days after the 
blow. 

Capt. Wylio, of the Bankburn, came 
ashore to spend tho holiday, and after 
tln> storm went to look for his ship, 
which had been left In charge of the 
mate. She was nowhere to be seen, 
lie patrolled tho foreshore without 
getting any news of .her, and the next 
day chartered the fug Hope and went 
In "search. That night the. Hope re- 
turned without news, and the captain 
was almost frantic with anxiety. Next 
day word came from Friday Harbor 
that the Bankburn was lying to an an- 
chor in Kanaka bay, where she had

LECTURE ON LIFE 

OF CECIL RHODES 



Career of Great African States- 
man Eloquently Described 
By Rev, T, Dunstan 



"Cecil Rhodes, Empire Builder, by 
One Who Knows," was the subject 
of an eloquent and instructive discourse 
delivered by Rev. Tremayne Dunston, 
of West Seattle, at the First Congre- 
gational church. Pandora avenue, last 
evening. The auditorium was well 1111- 
ed and the sneaker, who is widely ac- 
quainted in Victoria, having resided 
hero for some months on coming from 
Australia about a year ago for the 
purpose of giving a series of lectured 
in America, was listened to with u lix- 
ed attention which could only be in- 
terpreted as marked evidence of the 
unanimity of appreciation. 

Rev. Herman Carson, pastor of the 
church, occupied the chair and on be- 
ing introduced. Rev. Mr. Dunston said: 
"More than six years have elapsed 
since I last dealt with the theme of 
my talk tonight. I was in an English 
provincial town which was then a 
stronghold of the Liberal party and 
was represented by a little Englander 
of the rather advanced type. My au- 
dience gave me a good hearing, but I 
could not help feeling that I was In the 
position of a barrister who pleads be- 
fore an unfriendly jury. I felt mightily 
pleased with myself under the circum- 
stances when at the close I managed to 
rouse some enthusiasm and to carry 
my audience with me in my plea for a 
broader outlook and a wider Im- 
perialism. 

•'Tonight I speak under different con- 
ditions. The rumbling echoes of party 
strife have almost died away. On both 
sides we can review tho position more 
dispassionately and as the main char- 
acters in the great conflict pass before 
us we can view them with a clearer 
perpectlve. 

"Three decades ago two men by 
sheer force of ability, leaped to the 
front rank of British statesmanship; 
and by the hands of those two men 
more than by the hands of any other 
two men, the destinies of the Empire 
were shaped. As Stead said, in one 
of his sane Intervals, 'the conjunction 
of two such stars as Cecil Rhodes and 
Joseph Chamberlain, is an event to be 
noted in the horoscope of Empires' 
It is difficult to say which of these two 
will exercise the most permanent and 
potent influence upon the future his- 
tory of the British people. Mr. Cham- 
berlain began his career, as so many 
other great englishmen have done, in 
n position of comparative obscurity. It 
is not generally known that the man 
whose early public life was so inti- 
mately bound up with Birmingham, 
first saw the light in Camberwell, al- 
most within sound of Row Bells; and. 
that he glories in an ancestry which 
links him to Hie. best traditions of 
nonconformity, 'I can claim descent,' 
said he upon one occasion, 'from one 
of the two thousand ejected ministers, 
who, in the time of the Stuarts, left 
home, and work, and profit, rather than 
accept tho state-made creed which it 
was sought to force upon them/ That 
influence could never wholly be de- 
stroyed; for though the radical mayor 
of Birmingham developed into? the 
aristocratic member of ,a Tory Cabinet, 
and the Red-Republican became trans- 
formed into an Imperialist, the spirit 
of the sturdy independent from whom 
he sprung could not be wholly lost. 
One commonly heard the English 
Liberal say. 'Poor Joe, once the pride 
of the Radicals, lias developed into a 
rank Conservative.'. 



Kchrcincr produced a great sensation 
when she issued "Trooper Peter Hal- , 
cott of Mashonaland," but it would bo 
absolutely unjust to anathematiza | 
Rhodes for all the deeds of the young 1 
settlers lie Introduced; and least of all ; 
should one who advocates the rule of 
the Dutch, do this.

In the future we shall 'jo able to I 
understand better tho services rendered ! 
by Cecil Rhodes and when tl" mists 
of prejudice hav.o cleared away I am 
confident his name will stand out In 
bold relief. What a splendid testimony 
was that he left in his last will: Six 
millions of money for the development 
of education, and divided, not simply 
for the good of England and her de- 1 
pondoncles, but so as to Include even 
America and Germany and the balance 
of the huge fortune to bo spent In the 
furtherance of the Empire. And this 
after a life of beneficent entcrprlsu,"

"My special purpose touight is to 
give you some idea of tho character 
and career of the other great states- 
man. 

"Some people have been foolish 
enough to Imagine that Rhodes made 
himself notorious simply by reason of 
his colossal fortune. That is an ab- 
surdity. That he was immensely 
wealthy there can be no doubt, hut 
so was Barney Barnato, and so also is 
Mr. Belt, and no one would call either 
of them great men. He was great in 
spite of his millions, rather than he- 
cause of them. When I reached the 
Cape in 1S82, I heard everywhere of a 
comparatively young man who had only 
been in tlie country ten years, but 
Who, in that time, had proved himself 
to be a business man of supreme 
ability; a financier without a rival; 
and although he had not then com- 
pleted his scheme for consolidating the 
Kimberley Diamond mines, he had ac- 
complished a great deal towards that 
end, and was already a man of mark. 
As I saw him alight from a Cape post- 
cart in Grahamstown, I felt convinced 
that if personal indication could be 
relied upon at all, Cecil Rhodes was a 
man of whom more would yet be 
heard. He Wus then tho Napoleon of 
finance, and was destined to become 
the Napoleon in politics; though hop- 
ing he did not And his Moscow or 
Waterloo. With all his ambition, 
Rhodes was grandly unselfish, and his 
unselfishness saved him, I believe, 
from tlie fate of a Bonaparte. 

Rhodes first made the acquaintance 
of South Africa, when a tall, slight 
lad. His father was a Hertfordshire 
clergyman. It was In 1871 that deli- 
cate health induced him to leave home, 
and to Join his brother Herbert, who 
was engaged in cotton-growing In Na- 
tal. The next year ho returned home 
and entered Oriel college, Oxford, but 
lung trouble led him to return to the 
more genial climate, and he reached the 
Cape Just as news of the Kimberley 
rush was filling the minds of the col- 
onists with dazzling dreams of wealth. 
The two brothers gave up cotton 
planting, and pegged out a claim at 
Kimberley, which proved exceptionally 
rich. Herbert, the elder, soon gave up 
diamond seeking for tlie more adven- 
turous life of the hunter and explorer; 
but tlie younger brother persevered at 
the diggings, and prospered amazing- 
ly. His dreams were not ;:ll of dia- 
monds, even at this time, and by many 
lie was regarded as almost eccentric. 

Rhodes' great ideal was tlie expan- 
sion of the Empire He was tlie very 
antithesis of "the little Englander." In j and eggt 
the sense in which the Old Testament | of over 
heroes are called by tlie writer of the 
Epistle to the Hebrews, Men of faith," 
Rhodes was a man of faith. His Israel 
was tlie English-speaking folk; and j 
Ills belief was that Providence had i 
marked out for them a world-wide 
mission. He believed that God could 
be served as well by tlie man who 
helped to paint tho map of tho world 
red, as by tlie man who was directly 
engaged in religious or philanthropic | 
work.

way in which lie obtained the control 
of Bechuanaland for Britain, and the 
concession from Lobengula for the 
chartered company. 

Rhodes entered parliament as mem- 
ber for Barkley West, while I was at 
the Cape, and his abilities were soon 
recognized. Among others lie came 
under the Influence o£ Gordon, who, 
though they argued a great deal, and 
often differed, took a groat fancy to 
"the young Britisher with the big ideas 
and the independent mind; and after- 
wards invited him to join him when 
he was starting for Khartoum. Rhodes 
declined the tempting offer, though he 
was really to bo engaged in the same 
enterprise. 

In political life. Rhodes soon found 
tlie opportunity for his forward policy. 
From Mankoroane he obtained tho 
concession of more than half of Bech- 
uanaland, and while the Cape govern- 
ment refused it. he succeeded in Induc- 
ing tlie Imperial government to estab- 
lish a protectorate over the territory; 
and when, afterwards, Uom Paul 
started upon his rival scheme of ex- 
pansion, Jthodes checked him at every 
move, and when the Boars became 
troublesome, succeeded in inducing the 
British government to take stern, re- 
pressive steps. 

Fortunately, up to this point, Rhodes 
succeeded in winning th<> goodwill of 
the Cape Dutch, who called him "the 
Englishman with the Afrikander 
heart." But when the Boers became 
undeceived; when they saw that the 
Englishman was a 1 1 1 1 an Englishman, 
and that he was an Imperialist to the 
backbone, as well as a stalwart Home 
Ruler, tho Idol of the Dutch became 
dethroned, and lie not only lost votes, 
but raised a storm of opposition. 

Foremost as the representative of 
this vituperative bitterness was Olive 
Schreiner, Stead says: "For tlie last 
two or three years she has been a very 
Cassandra prophesying doom against 
Rhodes and all his works, has gone fur- 
ther than any living person in the hy- 
perbole of her estimate of the greatness 
of Cecil Rhodes. When she was last 
in this country, she expended no small 
portion of her vast resources of vitu- 
perative eloquence upon Mr. Rhodes and 
his policy. But In tlie midst of her 
diatribe, when some one laid ventured 
to remark timidly that .Mr. Rhodes was 
after all a. great man. "Great man!" 
said she;; "of course he is. Who ever 
denied that'.'. A very great man, and 
that is the pity of it. 

This perhaps Is easily explained '>y 
tlie relationship of the gifted authoress 
to the loan who In the early stages of 
the war lent himself to the Dutch as 
Rhodes' chief opponent. 

Rhodes has often been attacked be- 
cause lie is n capitalist, and the bitter- 
est abuse has on that account been 
hurled at him. Take as a sample of 
this, an article on the "Unctuous Rebel" 
by Mr. A. .1. Wilson, in the "Inves- 
tor's Review." Speaking of the spon- 
taneous demonstration made in favor of 
Mr. Rhodes as he passed through the I 
Cape to meet his accusers In Iilnpland; 
tills venomous critic describes tile dem- I 
onstration as "A carefully organized, ! 
whipped up affair, In which crowds of i 
nobodies got together to cheer, audi 
banquets wen; organized at which the 
"bounder, as hero rebel," blubbered 
over his patriotism, and Indulged In a[ 
continuous stream of boasts, chorused I 
and yelled to by a. ragged regiment of 
sham Imperialists, loafers and time- 
servers. All this, and a good deal more 
from Mr. Wilson. 

After the revelations made awhile 
ago concerning some of the gentlemen 
who write for English Financial Re- 
views, ono knows "now to estimate an 
attack of this kind. 

Cecil Rhodes was tho man amort all 
the swarm that have enriched them- 
selves with African treasure, who real- 
ized the stewardship of wealth; and 
noted as the trustee of iho people. 
When tlie millionaire devotes his mil- 
lions to the furtherance of the Empire, 
Ills services should command the grate- 
ful recognition, even of his opponents, 
ny diamond digging and financial gen- 
ius, Rhodes amassed an immense for- 
tune; but. Willie living a simple life, lie 
silent that huge fortune for tlie ad- 
vancement of his Imperial schemes; 
and when he rose to the Premiership 
of the Capo Colony, he threw all his 
political Influence, as well as his huge 
fortune into tlie great and unselfish 
purpose of Ills life. 

Rhodes has often been blamed for

PEIVATE BILLS. 

Excerpt from Bules and Orders Kolat- 
lug- to Private Bills. 

All applications for Private Bills, 
properly the subject of legislation by 
the Legislative Assembly of British 
Columbia, within tho purview of the 
"British North America Act" require 
a notice, specifying the nature and ob- 
ject of the application and indicating 
generally the location of the work, and 
sighed by or on behalf of tho appli- 
cants. 

Sucli notice to be published In the 
Britisli Columbia Gazette, and in one 
newspaper published in the. district af- 
fected, and if no sucli newspaper Is 
published therein, then in a newspaper 
In the next nearest district in which a 
newspaper is published. 

Such notice shall be continued in each 
case for a perod of at least six weeks, 
during the interval of time between the 
close of tho last session of the house 
and the consideration of the petition. 

No petition is received by the House 
after the first ten days of tho ses- 
sion, nor may any private bill oe pre- 
sented to the House after the flr3t 
three weeks of the session, nor may any 
report of any committee upon Private 
Bill be received after tho first four 
weeks of tile session. 

This rule may only be suspended upon , 
motion following a report of tho Pri- 
vate Bills Committee, and if suspended, 
double fees are payable. Eight clear 
days before the first day of the ses- 
sion the applicant Is to pay to the ' 
clerk, the House fees, and deposit at 
the same time two hundred copies of 
the bill, a copy of tho petition duly- 
signed, and a copy of the published 
notices. The failure to comply with the 
above necessitates tho payment of 
double fees. 

Before any petition praying for leave 
to bring in a Private Bill for the erec- 
tion of a Toll Bridge, is received by 
the House, tile person or persona in- 
tending to petition for such 'jlll shall, 
upon giving tiie notice prescribed by ] 
the rules, also nt tho samo time and | 
In the same maimer, give notice of the I 
rates which they intend to ask, the| 
extent of the privilege, the height of 
the arches, the Interval between the I 
abutments or piers for the passage of i 
rafts and vessels, and mentioning also [ 
whether they intend to erect a draw- 
bridge or not, and the dimensions of the 
same. 

All Private Bills for Acts of Incnr- 
poratlon shall be so framed as to in- 
corporate by reference' tho clauses of 
the General Acts relating to the details \ 
to be provided for by such bills: Spc- j 
cial grounds shall be established for 
any proposed departure from this prln- | 
elple. or for the introduction of other | 
provisions as ;o such details, and a 
note shall ':>e appended to the bill jndl- | 
eating tho provisions thereof In which 1 
the General Act Is proposed to be de- j 
parted from. Bills which are not framed 
In accordance with tills rule shall be 1 
re-cast by the promoters and reprinted 
at their expense before any committee 
passes upon the clauses. 

All Private Bills shall he prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, 
and printed In small pica type. twenty- 
Six ems by fifty emu, on good paper, 
in imperial octavo form, each page 
when folded measuring 10% by 7 
Inches. There shall be a marginal 
number every fifth line of each page; 
the numbering of the lines is not to 
run on through the bill, out tho lines 
of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. If amendments are made to 
any bill during its progress before tho 
committee or through the House, such 
bill shall be reprinted by the promoters 
thereof. 

By new Ttulo G6A, passed on the 2nd 
April. 1901, (see Journals. 1001. page 
r,8), a model form of Railway Bill Is 
adopted and must lie used. 

By G5B all bills tn Incorporate or, 
amend bills Incorporating railway com- j 
panics are to be drawn in accordance 
with the Model Bill.

Any exceptional provisions that It 
may lie proposed to insert in any such 
ldll shall be clearly specified in tho 
notice of application for the same.
